Resolved^  That  the  Grand  Secretary  is  instructed  to  have  the  Revised  Con- 
stitution  of  Subordinates,  Constitution  of  Degree  of  Rebekah  Lodges  and  Digest 
of  Decisions  adopted  by  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  printed  in  pamphlet  form, 
separately  from  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  this  session,  and  that  such  Con- 
stitutions and  Decisions  be  omitted  from  the  Journal. 

Resolved^  further ,  That  the  Constitution  of  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  Code 
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4  Proceedings, 

regulating  Trials  annd  Appeals,  and  Standing  Resolutions  be  also  printed  in 

such  pamphlet.

CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 


R.  W.  GRAND  LODGE,  1. 0. 0.  F., 


OP  THE 


STATE    OF    NEVADA, 


Up  to  the  FtfteentTh  A^TLnixal  Ses store,  1881. 


Whereas,  The  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  P'ellows,  of  the  United  States  of  America,  now  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  i.  O.  O.  F. ,  possessing  original  and  exclusive  jurisdiction — the  source 
of  all  true  and  legitimate  authority  in  Odd  Fellowship  throughout  the  world — 
did,  by  its  warrant,  bearing  date  the  nineteenth  day  of  September,  i866,  in  the 
forty-eighth  year  of  our  Order,  grant  authority  to  certain  Past  Grands  of  the 
Order,  resident  in  the  State  of  Nevada,  to  form  a  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Inde- 
pendent Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  to  be  known  and  hailed  by  the  name,  style  and 
title  of  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel- 
lows of  the  State  of  Nevada,  giving  and  granting  to  them  and  their  successors, 
by  the  name,  style  and  title  aforesaid,  full  power  and  authority  to  grant  war- 
rants  for  opening  Lodges  subordinate  to  it,  for  the  propogation  of  the  established 
principles  of  the  Order;  with  power  and  authority,  also,  to  cause  all  honorary 
and  the  first  three  degrees  of  the  Order  to  be  conferred  on  deserving  members,

according  to  the  laws,  customs  and  ancient  usages  of  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows;  and  as  the  Grand  Legislative  Head  of  the  Order  in  the  State 
of  Nevada,  to  have  and  to  exercise  full  power  and*  authority  to  enforce  upon 
its  subordinates  a  strict  adherence  to  the  laws  of  the  Order,  and  to  make  and 
establish  such  rules  for  the  government  as  in  the  opinion  of  said  Grand  Lodge 
may  be  for  the  advancement  of  the  Order,  and  in  conformity  of  the  direction  of 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F. 

Now,  therefore,  we,  the  Past  Grands,  residing  within  said  jurisdiction,  do 
hereby  make  and  declare  the  following  as  the  Constitution  of  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  for  the  State  of  Nevada: 

ARTICLE   I. 

NAME. 

This  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  known  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the 
*'  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the 
State  of  Nevada." 

ARTICLE   II. 

POWER  OF  THE  GRAND  LODGE. 

This  Grand  Lodge,  within  the  limitations  imposed  by  its  Charter  and  the 
Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  possesses 
within  the  State  of  Nevada  supreme  legislative,  executive  and  judicial  authority. 
It  has  the  right  and  power  to  grant  dispensations  to  establish  Lodges,  to 
charter  Lodges,  to  provide  Constitutions  for  the  government  of  the  same,  to 
suspend  or  discontinue  for  any  cause  any  Lodge  subordinate  to  it,  to  hear  and 
determine  all  appeals  from  the  decisions  and  acts  of  its  Subordinate  Lodges 
and  from  the  decisions  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  to  redress  grievances  of 
Lodges  or  members  under  its  jurisdiction,  to  punish  by  reprimand,  fine  or  ex- 
pulsion from  its  body  any  of  its  members,  or  any  of  the  Past  GranJs  present  at 
any  of  its  sessions,  who  shall  refuse  to  obey  its  laws  or  who  shall  be  guilty  of 
conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow,  and  to  do  whatever  is  proper  according 
to  the  usages  of  Odd  Fellowship  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Constitution  or  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
I.  O.  O.  F.  No  Lodge  of  this  Order  shall  exist  in  this  State  without  the  per- 
mission of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

ARTICLE   III. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  i  .  This  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  composed  of  its  elective  officers,. 
Representatives  elected  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  Past  Grand  Masters  (as 
Representatives  of  the  jurisdiction  at  large).     All  Past  Grands  of  this  jurisdic- 
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tion  in  good  standing  in  their  respective  Lodges,  and  possessed  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  Degree,  may  be  present  at  the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  vote,  except  as  provided  in  this  Constitution;  and  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  speak  upon  any  subject  vi^ithout  permission. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Lodge  shall  be  entitled  in  the  Grand  Lodge  to  three  Rep- 
resentatives for  its  Charter,  and  one  Representative  for  every  fifteen  members 
in  good  standing.  Representatives  must  be  Past  Grands  in  good  standing,  and 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Lodge  at  any  regular  meeting  within  two  months  pre- 
vious to  each  Annual  Communication,  to  serve  one  year  from  the  beginning  of 
said  Annual  Communication.  Vacancies  may  be  filled  at  any  time — by  election 
by  the  Lodge — to  serve  the  remainder  of  the  term,  and  all  Past  Grand  Masters 
of  this  jurisdiction,  in  good  standing  in  their  respective  Lodges,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  same  privileges  as  Representatives. 

Sec.  3.  Before  a  Representative  or  other  Past  Grand  can  take  his  seat  in 
this  Grand  Lodge  he  must  have  received  the  Grand  Lodge  Degree. 

>  ARTICLE    IV. 

VOTING. 

Section  i.  Each  elective  ofhcer,  except  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  who 
is  not  also  a  Representative,  and  each  Representative  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote.  In  the  temporary  absence  of  any  Representative,  the  Representatives  of 
the  Lodge  present  may  cast  the  vote  of  the  absentee.  The  Most  Worthy  Grand 
Master  shall  give  the  casting  vote  whenever  the  Grand  Lodge  is  equally 
divided,  excepl;  in  cases  of  election  of  officers.  In  the  election  of  Grand  Officers 
each  Past  Grand  in  attendance'at  the  Annual  Communicacion  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  vote  only. 

Sec.  2.  All  voting  in  this  Grand  Lodge,  except  as  hereinafter  specified, 
shall  be  viva  voce^  and  all  questions  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  the 
votes  given.  Upon  a  call  therefor  by  five  (5)  members,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall 
be  taken  and  recorded  upon  the  Journal.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  also  be 
taken  when  required  by  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  election  of  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  the  vote  shall  be 
by  ballot;  each  officer  shall  be  voted  for  separately,  and  a  majority  of  the  valid 
votes  cast  (a  quorum  voting)  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

ARTICLE    V. 

SESSIONS. 

Section  i.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  hold  regular  Annual  Communica- 
tions, to  begin  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  June  of  each  year, 
at  10  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  continue  from  day  to  day,  upon  its  own  adjournment, 
until  the  business  of  the  session  is  disposed  of. 
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Sec.  2.  Special  sessions  shall  be  called  for  the  transaction  of  extraordi- 
nary business  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  on  application,  by  resolution  under 
seal,  of  a  majority  of  Lodges.  No  other  business  shall  be  transacted  than  that 
specified  in  the  call,  and  not  less  than  thirty  days'  notice  shall  be  given,  by 
letter,  under  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  attested  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  to 
each  Representative,  which  thirty  days  shall  begin  from  the  date  on  which  said 
letters  are  mailed.  Such  special  sessions  shall  be  held  at  the  place  of  meeting 
of  the  last  annual  ression. 

Sec,  3.  Special  sessions  may  also  be  called  by  the  Grand  Master,  at  such 
times  and  places  as  he  may  determine,  to  instruct  in  the  unwritten  work  and  to 
confer  the  Past  Official  and  Grand  Lodge  Degrees,  at  which  session  must  be 
present  the  Grand  Master,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  or  the  Grand  Warden,  and 
the  Grand  Secretary  and  five  Past  Grands  in  good  standing,  and  no  other 
business  shall  be  transacted  than  is  provided  for  in  this   section. 

Sec.  4.  The  Grand  Lodge  cannot  be  opened  at  any  regular  or  special 
session,  except  as  provided  for  instruction  in  the  work  and  degrees,  unless  Rep- 
resentatives from  twelve  Lodges  are  present. 


ARTICLE  VL 

officers,  and  their   election. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be:  Most  Worthy 
Grand  Master,  Right  Worthy  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Right  Worthy  Grand 
Warden,  Right  Worthy  Grand  Secretary,  Right  Worthy  Grand  Treasurer, 
and  two  Right  Worthy  Grand  Representatives  *to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
I.  0.0.  F.,  ail  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  ballot;  Worthy  Grand  Chaplain, 
Worthy  Grand  Marshal,  W^orthy  Grand  Conductor,  Worthy  Grand  Guardian, 
Worthy  Grand  Herald,  and  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  for  each  District,  all 
of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  and  approved  by  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

Sec.  2.  The  elective  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  chosen  by 
ballot  at  I  o'clock  p.  m.,  on  the  third  day  of  the  session,  at  which  time  each 
Past  Grand  present  shall  be  entitled  to  place  candidates  in  nomination  for  the 
respective  offices.  The  Grand  Master  shall  appoint  two  tellers,  who  shall 
receive  the  ballots  of  those  persons  entitled  to  vote  in  a  box  provided  for  that 
purpose;  and  when  all  have  voted  who  wish,  the  Grand  Master  shall  declare 
the  ballot  closed,  whereupon  the  tellers  shall  proceed  to  canvass  the  vote. 
Should  there  be  no  chcHce,  the  Grand  Master  shall  immediately  order  another 
ballot;  should  there  be  no  choice  upon  the  second  ballot,  another  ballot  shall 
be  ordered.  The  Past  Grand  receiving  the  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  (a 
quorum  voting)  shall  be  declared  by  the  Grand  Master  elected,  and  on  the  last 
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day  of  the  session  shall  be  installed  in  his  office;  provided^  that  an  officer  elect 
may  be  installed  at  any  time,  upon  a  four-fifths'  vote  of  the  Lodge  affirmatively, 
but  the  officer  so  installed  shall  not  assume  the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  last 
day  of  the  session. 

Sec.  3.  No  Past  Grand  shall  be  eligible  for  any  elective  office,  except 
Grand  Representatives,  unless  he  is  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  present  at 
the  session,  and  has  attained  such  degrees  as  by  virtue  of  his  office  he  may 
confer  upon  others. 

Sec.  4.  Vacancies  in  the  office  of  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Grand  Master;  vacancies  in  the  other  Grand  offices,  except  that  of 
Grand  Master,  shall  be  filled  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  if  in  session;  if  not,  then 
by  the  Executive  Committee,  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

ARTICLE   Vn.

DUTIES   OF   OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  Most  Worthy  Grand  Master  shall  preside  at  all  sessions 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  preserve  order  therein,  enforce  the  laws  of  the  Sover- 
eign Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  and  the  Constitution,  Laws  and  Rules  of  this 
R.  W.  Grand  Lodge;  decide  all  questions  of  order  and  law,  and  enforce  the 
same,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  shall  appoint  all  Grand 
Officers  pro  tem.,  and  all  committees  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  Con- 
stitution or  ordered  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  shall  give  the  casting  vote  in  all 
cases  where  the  votes  are  equally  divided,  except  in  cases  of  election  of  officers. 
When  any  demand  shall  have  been  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, he  shall  order  the  Grand  Treasurer  to  pay  the  same.  He  may  grant 
dispensations  on  the  application  of  a  Lodge  to  confer  the  degrees  on  a  member 
without  delay.  He  may  in  person  confer  the  Past  Official  Degrees.  He  shall 
decide  all  appeals  on  questions  of  law  which  may  be  made  to  him  from  the 
decisions  of  District  Deputies,  which  decision  shall  be  binding  until  reversed 
by  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  shall  receive  and  act  on  all  complaints  that  may  be 
made  to  him  of  the  acts  of  District  Deputies  or  Lodges.  He  shall  give  such 
instructions  from  time  to  time  in  the  work  of  the  Order  to  the  Deputies  or  the 
Lodges  as  may  be  necessary,  and  at  each  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  shall  report  all  acts  that  he  may  have  done  in  accordance  with  the 
authority  conferred  upon  him.  All  powers  pertaining  to  this  Grand  Lodge  not 
specifically  mentioned  in  this  Constitution  as  being  conferred  on  the  Grand 
Master,  are,  unless  delegated  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  expressly  withheld. 

Sec.  2.  The  Right  Worthy  Deputy  Grand  Master  shall  support  the  Most 
Worthy  Grand  Master  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  be  invested  with  his 
powers  during  his  tempoiary  absence,  and  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  Grand  Master,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  shall  become  Grand  Master  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term,  and  receive  the  honors  of  a  full  leroi. 
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Sec.  3".  The  Right  Worthy  Grand  Warden  shall  assist  the  Grand  Master 
in  couducting  the  business  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  shall  by  direction  of  the 
Grand  Master  confer  the  Past  Official  and  Grand  Lodge  Degrees  during  the 
session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  all  that  are  qualified  to  receive  them.  By 
direction  of  the  Grand  Master,  he  shall  have  special  charge  of  the  door,  and 
in  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Master  and  Deputy  Grand  Master  he  shall  preside. 

Sec.  4.  The  Right  Worthy  Grand  Secretary  shall  attend  every  meeting 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  with  the  books  and  papers  of  the  Lodge.  He  shall  keep 
a  correct  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  every  session,  and 
transmit,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  close  of  the  annual  session,  two  copies 
thereof  to  each  subordinate  Lodge  in  the  jurisdiction.  He  shall  keep  the 
accounts  between  the  Grand  Lodge  and  its  subordinates,  collect  all  moneys  due 
the  Grand  Lodge  and  pay  the  same  immediately  to  the  Grand  Treasurer.  He 
shall  issue  all  necessary  notices  and  circulars  to  subordinates.  Representatives 
and  Officers.  He  shall  attest  and  affix  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  all 
proclamations,  dispensations  and  circulars  of  the  Grand  Master  to  Subordinate 
Lodges,  and  keep  a  record  of  the  same;  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  receive  all  documencs  relative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  make 
proper  disposition  of  them;  provide  all  stationery  for  the  use  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  its  officers;  superintend  such  printing  as  the  Lodge  shall  direct,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  properly  pertain  to  his  office,  or  may  be  directed 
by  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  shall  receive  such  salary,  payable  quarterly,  as  may 
be  fixed  upon  at  each  annual  session  of  the  Lodge.  He  shall,  previous  to 
installation,  give  bonds  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  such  form  and  penalty  as  may 
be  approved  of,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 

Sec.  5.  The  Right  Worthy  Grand  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  take  charge 
of  the  moneys  of  the  Grand  Lodge;  pay  all  orders  drawn  on  him  by  the  Grand 
Master  and  countersigned  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  under  the  seal  of  the  Grand 
Lodge;  make  such  investment  of  the  funds  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  direct; 
keep  his  accounts  in  such  manner  as  will  exhibit  the  source  and  amount  of 
receipts;  the  purpose  and  amount  of  disbursements,  and  to  whom  paid;  have 
his  accounts  closed  up  on  the  day  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
annually,  and  submit  them  to  the  Finance  Committee,  and  transmit  through  the 
Grand  Secretary  annually  to  the  Grand  Lodge  an  exhibit  of  his  accounts.  He 
shall  attend  all  regular  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall,  previous  to 
installation,  give  bonds  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  such  form  and  penalty  as  shall 
be  approved  of,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

Sec.  6.  The  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the 
Grand  Master,  install  the  officers  of  all  Lodges  in  his  District;  enforce  observ- 
ance of  the  Constitution,  By-Laws  and  Resolutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
the  Constitution  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges;  be  the  organ  of  the  Grand  Master 
with   the  subordinates  in  his  district;  have  power  to  grant  dispensations  to

Lodges  in  his  district  to  confer  the  degrees  in  less  time  than  may  be  otherwise 
permitted,  when  circumstances  require  it.  He  shall  see  that  the  work  of  the 
Order  is  performed  uniformly  in  such  manner  as  he  may  have  been  instructed 
by  the  Grand  Master;  confer  Past  Official  Degrees,  collect  from  Lodges  in  his 
district  all  returns  and  moneys  due  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  forward  them  imme- 
diately to  the  Grand  Secretary;  decide  all  questions  of  law  that  may  be  sub- 
mitted to  him  by  Lodges  under  his  charge,  and  report  semi-annually  to  the 
Grand  Master  all  his  official  acts.  He  shall  forthwith  report  to  the  Grand 
Master  all  cases  of  violation,  on  the  part  of  subordinates,  of  the  Constitution 
and  By-laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  disobedience  to  its  lawful  commands,  or 
violation  of  the  Constitution  of  Subordinates. 

Sec.  7.  The  appointed  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  whose  duties  are  not 
hereinbefore  defined,  shall  perform  such  duties  as  are  required  by  their  charges 
and  the  usages  of  the  Order. 

Sec.  8.  There  shall  be  elected  annually  three  Trustees  of  this  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  for  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
all  stocks,  securities,  investments,  properties  and  funds  belonging  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  to  transfer,  exchange  or  deposit  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  when 
required  by  the  Grand  Lodge  so  to  do.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  draw  from 
the  Treasurer,  by  draft  regularly  drawn,  such  sums  of  money  as  the  Grand 
Lodge  may  direct,  and  invest  the  same  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
in  such  way  as  it  may  approve;  to  collect  interest  regularly  when  due,  and  pay 
the  same  over  to  the  Grand  Lodge;  to  call  in  loans,  or  sue  for  the  same,  when- 
ever the  Grand  Lodge  requires  them  so  to  do.  The  Grand  Lodge  may  require 
them  to  give  good  and  sufficient  bonds,  and  fix  the  amount,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  duties.  They  shall  have  power  to  transact  the .  necessary 
business  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  at  the  ex- 
piration of  one  year  make  their  annual  report. 

ARTICLE   VIIL 

OFFENSES   AND    PUNISHMENTS. 

Section  i.  Any  Grand  Officer  may  be  removed  from  his  office,  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  for  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty,  but  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
fair  trial,  and  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  Representatives  present,  affirma- 
tively,  shall  be  necessary  for  removal. 

Sec.  2.  No  officer  shall  officiate  in  the  Grand  Lodge  during  the  time  of 
his  trial.  Whenever  the  Grand  Master,  or  officer  acting  as  such,  shall  be  on 
trial,  or  whenever  a  resolution  for  the  removal  of  the  Grand  Master,  or  officer 
acting  as  such,  shall  be  submitted,  the  Grand  Lodge  may  direct  any  Past 
Grand  Master — in  case  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Warden  are 
incapacitated — to  occupy  the  chair. 
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Sec.  3.  Any  member  or  Past  Grand  may  be  fined,  reprimanded  or  ejc- 
pelled  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  such,  for  misconduct,  upon  a  fair  trial,  and 
the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  meeting. 


ARTICLE   IX. 

COMMITTEES. 

Section  1.  The  elective  Grand  Officers,  except  the  Grand  Representa- 
tives, shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee,  to  act  in  the  recess  of  the 
annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  perform  such  duties  as  shall  be 
referred  to  it.  The  Grand  Master  shall  be  Chairman  of  said  Committee, 
and  he  may  call  meetings  thereof  at  his  discretion. 

Sec.  2.  The  Most  Worthy  Grand  Master  shall,  at  each  annual  session, 
immediately  after  the  installation  of  the  Grand  Officers,  appoint  the  following 
Standing  Committees:  (i)  on  Credentials,  three  members;  {2)  on  Plnancej 
three  members;  (3)  on  State  of  the  Order,  five  members;  (4)  on  Legislation, 
five  members;  (5)  on  Appeals,  five  members;  (6)  on  Laws  of  Subordinates, 
three  members;  (7)  on  Petitions,  five  members;  (8)  on  Rebekah  Degree,  five 
mem"bers. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  examine  and  report  without 
delay  to  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  credentials  and  certificates  of  Representa- 
tives and  Past  Grands. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee  on  Finance  shall  report  upon  all  accounts  and 
claims  against  the  Grand  Lodge,  previous  to  such  accounts  being  allowed;  it 
shall  examine  annually  the  accounts'  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and  R.  W. 
Grand  Treasurer,  and  report  the  result  of  the  examination  and  the  condition  of 
the  finances  immediately  thereafter  to  the  Grand  Lodge;  it  shall  audit  the 
accounts  of  all  officers  and  committees  entrusted  with  the  receipt  and  disburse- 
ment of  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge;  it  shall  report  at  each  annual  session  the 
amount  required  for  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
suggest  such  measures  of  finance  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  5.  The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  shall  report  upon  the 
reports  of  the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Master  and  Right  Worthy  Grand  Secretary, 
in  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  state  of  the  Order;  it  shall  examine  the  reports 
of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  and  such  other  matter  as  may  be  referred 
to  it,  and  report  thereon  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  Committee  shall  also  report 
upon  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  recom- 
mend such  measures  for  the  good  of  the  Order  as  it  from  time  to  time  shall 
deem  proper. 

Sec.  6.     The  Committee  on  Legislation  shall  report  on  all  resolutions 
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teferred  to  it  proposing  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  the  enactment,  amend- 
ment or  repeol  of  any  law,  by-law,  rule  of  order  or  resolution  governing  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  upon  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it. 

Sec.  7.  The  Committee  on  Appeals  shall  examine  all  appeals  referred  to 
it,  and  report  thereon  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  All  appeals  taken  from  the  action 
of  subordinate  Lodges  shall,  as  soon  as  they  are  received  by  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary, be  transmitted  by  him  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals;  if 
the  committee  finds  the  papers  defective  in  any  essential  particular  it  shall 
certify  the  fact  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  returning  the  papers  to  him,  who  shall 
transmit  them  to  the  Subordinate  Lodge,  requiring  it  forthwith  to  correct  the 
defects  complained  of,  and  return  the  amended  papers  immediately  through  the 
Grand  Secretary  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  to  report  on  the  earliest  practicable  day 
of  the  annual  session  its  action  upon  the  appeals  transmitted  to  it  during  the 
tecess  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  8.  The  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates  shall  examine  the  by- 
laws of  subordinates,  and,  when  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  this  jurisdic- 
tion and  the  usages  of  the  Order,  approve  them,  and  when  said  by-laws  are  in 
conflict  with  the  laws  of  this  jurisdiction  and  the  usages  of  the  Order,  it  shall 
disapprove  of  them  and  return  them  to  the  Lodge  with  the  objections  thereto. 

S£C.  9.  The  Committee  on  Petitions  shall  examine  all  petitions  referred 
to  it  and  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  such  action  thereon  as  may  be  proper. 

Sec.  id.  The  Committee  on  the  Rebekah  Degree  shall  examine  and 
report  on  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  Rebekah  Degree  and  Rebekah  Degree 
Lodges  that  may  be  referred  to  it. 

ARTICLE  X. 

revenue. 

Section  1.  The  revenue  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  raised  and  used 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  necessary  expenses  thereof,  and  for  no  other 
purpose. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Subordinate  Lodge  shall  pay  to  the  Grand  Lodge  such 
capitation  tax  as  may  from  year  to  year  be  determined  upon,  assessed  upon  the 
active  members  of  the  Lodge,  as  may  appear  upon  the  report  of  December  31st 
preceding  the  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  amount  of  said  assess- 
ment  to  be  determined  by  the  Finance  Committee,  after  having  ascertained 
what  probable  sum  will  be  necessary  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
for  the  current  year,  the  assessment  so  levied  to  be  paid  to  the  District  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  and  by  him  transmitted  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  semi-annually 
in  January  and  July. 
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Sec.  3,  No  Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be 
entitled  to  have  its  officers  installed  or  to  receive  the  traveling  or  term  P.  W. 
until  the  prescribed  reports  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  all  moneys  due  the  same 
shall  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  installing  officer. 


ARTICLE   XL 

CHARTERS    OF   SUBORDINATES. 

Section  i.  Charters  may  be  granted  as  follows;  On  the  written  appli- 
cation of  five  or  more  Brothers  of  the  Order,  one  of  whom  has  attained  the 
Scarlet  Degree,  praying  for  a  charter  to  open  a  Lodge  where  there  is  no  Lodge 
established;  on  the  application  of  seven  or  more  Brothers,  five  of  whom  must 
be  of  the  Scarlet  Degree,  for  a  charter  to  open  a  Lodge  where  there  is  one 
already  established;  provided^  that  the  nearest  Subordinate  Lodge  in  the  dis- 
trict shall  recommend  that  such  charter  be  granted.  All  applications  for  char- 
ters must  be  accompanied  by  the  withdrawal  cards  or  dismissal  certificates,  and 
by  the  charter  fee,  to- wit,  thirty  dollars;  should  the  Grand  Lodge  not  be  in  ses- 
sion, application  for  a  charter  may  be  made  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
through  the  Grand  Secretary,  which  shall  have  power  to  issue  a  dispensation, 
if  deemed  advisable,  to  open  such  Lodge,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  at  its  next  annual  session.  ' 

Sec.  2.  Every  Lodge  opened  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  be  instituted  by 
the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Master,  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  or  by  a  Past 
Grand  especially  deputed,  who  shall  give  to  the  Lodge,  with  the  charter,  the 
necessary  instructions  and  charges.  The  expenses  of  the  instituting  officer  shall 
be  paid  by  the  Lodge  instituted. 

I  Sec.  3.     On  the  written  petition  of  one  or  more  Past  Grands,  and  four  or 

more  Scarlet  Degree  Brothers  of  the  Order,  all  of  whom  shall  be  in  good  stand- 
ing and  in  possession  of  the  Degree  of  Rebekah,  and  five  or  more  Daughters  of 
Rebekah,  praying  for  a  charter  to  open  a  Rebekah  Degree  Lodge,  the  Grand 
Lodge  may  grant  the  same,  and  such  Degree  Lodge  shall  receive  its  charter 
and  the  necessary  lectures  and  instructions  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided 
for  Subordinate  Lodges. 

Sec.  4.  On  the  written  petition  of  three  or  more  Subordinate  Lodges  em- 
braced in  one  district  praying  for  a  warrant  to  open  a  Degree  Lodge,  the  Grand 
Lodge  may  grant  the  same;  and  such  Degree  Lodge  shall  receive  its  charter 
and  the  necessary  lectures  and  instructions  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided 
for  Subordinate  Lodges. 

Sec.  5.  No  Degree  Lodge  shall  admit  or  retain  in  membership  any  per- 
son who  is  not  a  member  in  good  standing  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  within  the 
district. 
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ARTICLE   XII. 

REPORTS   OP    SUBORDINATES. 

Section  i.  At  the  end  of  each  term  every  Subordinate  Lodge  shall  report 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  work  thereof  for  such  term,  which  shall  include  the 
names  of  those  initiated,  admitted  by  card  as  Ancient  Odd  Fellows,  rejected, 
withdrawn  by  card,  reinstated  and  deceased;  the  names  of  those  suspended  and  » 
expelled  and  the  cause  thereof;  also,  of  those  dropped  from  membership,  to- 
gether with  the  number  of  degrees  conferred,  the  whole  number  in  membership, 
the  amount  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  the  result  of  the  election  of 
officers,  accompanied  by  whatever  amount  may  be  due  the  Grand  Lodge.  On 
the  31st  day  of  December  of  each  year  every  Lodge  shall  report  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  a  full  return  of  members,  with  their  names  ranked  according  to  the 
degrees  they  have  taken,  and  a  statement  of  the  number  of  Brothers  relieved, 
widowed  families  relieved.  Brothers  buried,  orphans  educated,  and  the  amount 
of  money  expended  for  each  of  these  purposes. 

ARTICLE    XIII. 

offenses  of  subordinates. 

Section  i.  Whenever  any  Subordinate  Lodge  shall  violate  the  Constitu- 
tion, laws,  rules  or  regulations  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  or 
of  this  Grand  Lodge,  such  Lodge  shall  be  liable  to  trial  and  punishment. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  suspension  or  expulsion  of  a  Lodge,  surrender  or  for- 
feiture of  its  charter,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  its  last  installed  officers  and  mem- 
bers having  the  custody  of  the  charter,  books,  papers,  property  and  funds  of 
the  Lodge,  to  assign,  transfer  and  deliver  the  same,  on  demand,  to  the  Grand 
Master  or  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  or  to  such  Past  Grand  as  may  be 
specially  deputed  by  the  Grand  Master  or  Grand  Lodge  to  receive  them,  and 
the  same  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  they  shall  be  kept  separate 
and  apart  from  the  property  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  such  funds  shall  not  be 
estimated  as  part  of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  shall  be  held  in  trust 
for  the  Subordinate  Lodge,  to  be  restored  to  such  Lodge  should  it  be  reinstated, 
or  upon  the  expiration  of  the  period  of  suspension;  provided^  however,  that  in 
the  event  said  Lodge  should  not  be  restored  to  fellowship  within  three  years, 
the  funds  of  said  Lodge  shall  revert  io  the  General  Fund  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  3.  Any  Subordinate  Lodge  failing  to  hold  its  meetings  for  one  year, 
or  failing  to  make  its  returns,  as  required  by  Article  XII,  Section  i,  of  this  Con- 
stitution, shall  be  deemed  an  extinct  Lodge  and  its  charter  shall  be  forfeited. 

Sec.  4.  Members  of  a  suspended  or  expelled  Lodge  whose  charter  has 
been  surrendered  or  forfeited,  who  were  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  such 
suspension  or  dissolution,  or  may  have  paid  all  arrearages  then  due  to  the 
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Grand  Lodge,  shall,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master  of  the  District  in  which  the  suspended  or  extinct  Lodge  is  located^ 
receive  from  the  Grand  Secretary  a  certificate,  under  the  seal  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  to  enable  them  to  make  application  for  admission  to  membership  in 
another  Lodge;  provided^  such  members  are  not  excluded  by  Sections  2  and  3, 
of  this  Article. 

Sec.  5.  Upon  the  application  of  any  five,  or  more»  members  of  an  extinct 
Lodge,  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  restoraticm  of  such  Lodge  to  fellowship, 
accompanied  with  satisfactory  evidence  that  a  fair  opportunity  has  been  given 
to  all  who  were  members  in  good  standing  at  the  time  the  same  became  extinct,, 
to  unite  in  such  application  (except  as  provided  in  Section  3  of  this  Article) 
&ucb  applicants,  or  such  portions  thereof  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  approve  of» 
may  be  restored  to  fellowship  in  said  Lodge,  together  with  the  charter  and 
effects  belonging  to  such  Lodge  at  the  time  of  its  extinction,  unless  such  effects 
shall  have  been  placed  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  provided 
in  Section  2  of  this  Article. 

ARTICLE    XIV. 

BY-LAWS   AND   RULES    OF    ORDER. 

Section  1.  The  Grand  Lodge  may  enact  such  By-laws  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  into  effect  this  Constitution,  to  regulate  the  proceedings  of  its 
officers  and  committees,  and  provide  for  the  safety  of  its  property;  and  may 
amend  the  same  by  resolution  at  any  annual  session,  one  day's  previous  notice 
of  the  proposed  amendment  being  given. 

Sec.  2.  The  Grand  Lodge  may  make  such  rules  of  order  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  regulation  of  its  sessions,  securing  of  good  order  and  the  dispatch 
of  business.  Such  rules  of  order  may  be  suspended  at  any  meeting  by  a  two- 
thirds'  Yoiey  provided^  that  such  suspension  sliall  not  extend  beyond  the  meet- 
ing which  voted  therefor. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

amendments. 

This  Constitution  shall  be  altered  or  amended  only  by  a  proposition  there- 
for, in  writing,  submitted  at  an  annual  session,  which  proposition  shall  set 
forth  the  Section  proposed  to  be  altered  or  amended,  as  it  would  read  when  so. 
amended;  it  shall  be  entered  at  length  upon  the  Journal,  and  shall  not  be  acted 
upon  until  the  next  annual  session,  when  it  may  be  considered  and  perfected 
by  amendments,  and  if  agreed  to  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  and 
voting,  shall  be  adopted ►

RULES   OF  ORDER. 


I.— ORDER   OF   BUSINESS. 
The  Order  of  Business  for  the  Annual  Session  shall  be,  on  the 

FIRST   DAY. 

1st.  The  Grand  Master  shall  request  the  members  to  clothe  themselves 
in  proper  regalia,  and  direct  the  officers  to  take  their  respective  stations,  and 
fill  vacancies /r<7  tem.,  and  shall  then,  after  all  have  been  examined,  call  up  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

2d.  While  standing,  the  Grand  Chaplain  shall  address  the  Supreme  Ruler 
of  the  Universe  in  prayer. 

3d.  Proclamation  shall  be  made  by  the  Grand  Marshal  of  the  opening  of 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

4th.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  present,  and  read,  if  required,  the  cre- 
dentials of  members. 

5th.  The  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  forthwith  examine  and  report 
on  the  eligibility  of  members. 

6th.     New  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  admitted. 

7th.  The  record  of  all  Special  Sessions  shall  be  read  and  passed  upon  by 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

8th.  Vacancies  in  committees  and  among  appointed  officers  shall  be 
filled. 

gth.     The  reports  of  the  Grand  Officers  shall  be  presented  and  read. 

loth.  Petitions,  Communications,  Appeals,  and  Financial  Accounts^ shall 
be  presented  and  referred  in  the  order  above  mentioned. 

Iith.     Miscellaneous  business. 

SECOND  DAY. 

1 2th.     Reading  and  approval  of  minutes  of  preceding  day. 

13th.  Reception  and  reference  of  credentials,  reports  thereon,  and  admis- 
sion of  new  members. 

14th.     Resolutions  of  inquiry  of  Standing  or  Special  Committees. 
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15th.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees,  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
named  in  the  Constitution. 

1 6th.     Reports  of  Special  Committees  by  seniority. 

17th.  Consideration  of  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

i8th.  Consideration  of  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  Sub- 
ordinate Lodges. 

19th.  Petitions,  Communications,  Appeals,  and  Financial  Accounts, 
presented  and  referred. 

20th.     Unfinished  business. 

2 1st.     New  business. 

THIRD    DAY. 

22d.     Reading  and  approving  minutes  of  preceding  day. 

23d.  Reception  and  reference  of  credentials,  reports  thereon,  and  admis- 
sion of  new  members. 

24th.     At  I  o'clock  nominations  and  election  of  officers. 

25  th.     Reports  of  Standing  and  Special  Committees. 

26lh.     Additional  business  in  the  same  order  as  on  the  second  day. 

27th.  Should  the  foregoing  order  of  business  not  be  concluded  on  the  first 
or  second  day,  it  should  be  commenced  on  each  succeeding  day  where  it  left 
off  on  the  preceding;  except  that  the  reading  and  approval  of  the  minutes,  and 
reception,  reference  and  reports  on  credentials  of  members,  shall  be  the  first 
business  in  order  on  each  day,  and  that  the  nomination  and  election  of  officers 
shall  immediately  follow  them  on  the  third  day  of  the  session. 

28th.  The  vote  on  a  motion  to  close  the  session  shall  not  be  taken  until 
the  day  succeeding  that  at  which  it  shall  be  offered,  and  shall  be  in  this  form: 
"That  when  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourns  this  day,  this  Annual  Session  shall 
stand  adjourned  sine  die.^' 

29th.  On  the  last  day  of  the  session,  the  officers  shall  be  installed  and 
committees  appointed,  before  it  shall  be  declared  closed;  the  minutes  of  the 
day  shall  be  read  and  approved,  if  correct. 

IL— OF   DECORUM. 

During  the  continuance  of  the  meeting,  the  most  decorous  silence  must  be 
observed;  the  officers  and  members  retaining  their  respective  seats,  and  no  one 
leaving  the  room  without  the  permission  of  the  M.  VV.  Grand  Master,  nor  enter 
without  the  consent  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Warden. 
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No  member  shall,  by  conversation  or  otherwise,  interrupt  the  business  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  or  refuse  to  obey  the  Chair.  Every  Officer  and  member 
shall  be  designated  in  debate,  or  otherwise,  by  his  proper  office  or  title,  accord- 
ing to  his  standing  in  the  Order. 

No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  or  speak,  unless  clothed  in  regalia 
appropriate  to  his  rank  or  station. 

III.— OF   THE   CHAIR. 

The  Grand  Master,  while  presiding,  shall  state  every  question  coming 
before  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  immediately,  before  putting  it  to  vote,  shall  ask, 
**/$■  the  Grand  Lodge  ready  for  the  question  .«"*  Should  no  member  rise  to  speak, 
and  a  majority  indicate  their  readiness,  he  shall  rise  to  take  the  question;  and 
after  he  has  risen,  no  member  shall  be  permitted  to  speak  upon  it.  He  shall 
pronounce  the  vote  and  decisions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  all  subjects.  His 
decisions  on  questions  of  order  shall  be  without  debate,  unless,  entertaining 
doubts  on  the  point,  he  invite  it.  And  he  shall  have  the  privilege  of  speaking 
only  on  such  question  from  the  Chair.  When  his  decision  has  been  appealed 
from,  the  question  shall  be  put  thus:  *«  Will  the  Grand  Lodge  sustain  the  Chair 
in  its  decision  /*  " 

IV.— OF  DEBATE. 

Every  member,  when  he  speaks  or  offers  a  motion,  shall  rise  and  respect- 
fully address  the  Chair.  While  speaking,  he  shall  confine  himself  to  the  ques- 
tion under  debate,  avoiding  all  personality  and  indecorous  language,  as  well 
as  any  reflection  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  or  its  members. 

Should  two  or  more  members  rise  to  speak  at  the  same  time,  the  Chair 
shall  decide  which  shall  be  entitled  to  the  floor. 

No  member  shall  disturb  another  in  his  speech,  unless  to  call  him  to  order 
for  words  spoken. 

If  a  member,  while  speaking,  shall  be  called  to  order,  at  the  request  of  the 
Chair  he  shall  cease  speaking,  and  take  his  seat  until  the  question  of  order  is^ 
determined,  when,  if  permitted,  he  may  again  proceed. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  the  same  question,  until  all  the 
members  wishing  to  speak  shall  have  had  an  opportunity  to  do  so;  nor  more 
than  twice  without  permission  of  the  Chair.  But  no  member  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  speaking  more  than  once  on  a  question  of  order,  after  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  the  Chair. 

v.— OF   QUESTIONS   AND   VOTES. 

When  any  communication,  petition  or  memorial  is  presented,  before  it  is 
read,  or  any  vote  taken  on  it,  a  brief  statement  of  its  contents  shall  be  made 
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by  the  introducer  or  the  Chair.     And  after  it  has  been  read,  a  brief  notice  of 
the  purport  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal. 

No  motion  shall  be  subject  to  action  until  seconded  and  stated  by  the 
Chair,  and  by  the  desire  of  any  member  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled,  the  question  shall  be  taken  first  upon  the 
highest  sum  or  number,  and  the  longest  or  latest  time  proposed. 

Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  a  question,  when  the  sense  will 
admit  of  it. 

When  a  question  is  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
unless  to  adjourn,  the  previous  question,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indef- 
initely, to  postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to  refer,  or  to  amend,  and  shall  have  pre- 
cedence in  the  order  herein  arranged;  the  first  three  of  which  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

After  any  question,  except  one  of  indefinite  postponement,  has  been 
decided,  any  two  members  who  voted  in  the  majority  may,  during  the  same 
communication,  move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof. 

The  previous  question  can  be  called  for  by  two  members,  if  seconded  by 
five  other  members,  and  shall  be  put  in  this  form  :  '■^ Shall  the  main  question 
be  now  put  .^"  If  carried,  all  debate  shall  cease,  and  the  vote  shall  be  first 
upon  all  pending  amendments,  beginning  with  the  last  one  proposed,  after 
which,  upon  the  main  question. 

When  five  members  rise  in  favor  of  taking  a  question  by  ayes  and  noes, 
they  shall  be  ordered  to  be  so  recorded. 

Every  member  present  shall  vote  on  any  question  before  the  Grand  Lodge, 
unless  he  is  personally  interested  in  the  result,  or  has  been  excused  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  or  is  otherwise  incapacitated. 

No  more  than  two  amendments  to  a  proposition  shall  be  entertained  at  the 
same  time — that  is,  an  amendment,  and  an  amendment  to  an  amendment — and 
the  question  shall  be  first  taken  on  the  latter;  provided^  that  when  the  sense 
will  admit,  one  substitute  to  the  whole  subject  matter  will  be  entertained,  and 
the  question  shall  be  first  taken  on  the  substitute. 

When  the  ayes  and  noes  are  ordered,  the  names  of  the  Representatives 
shall  be  called  by  Lodges.

For  the  purpose  of  effecting  uniformity  in  the  administration  of  the  priv- 
ileges, honors  and  benefits  of  Odd  Fellowship,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Inde- 
pendent Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  State  of  Nevada  ordains  the  following 
Constitution  for  the  government  of  Subordinate  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  : 

ARTICLE    L 

This  Lodge  shall  consist  of  at  least  five  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be 

in  possession  of  the  Third  Degree,  to  be  hailed  and  entitled Lodge, 

No Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  Nevada,  holding  a  legal  and 

unreclaimed  charter,  granted  or  sanctioned  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Inde- 
pendent Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  State  of  Nevada.  It  cannot  voluntarily 
surrender  its  charter,  or  dissolve,  so  long  as  five  Brothers  in  good  standing 
object  thereto. 
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ARTICLE    II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  i.  All  candidates  for  initiation  must  be  free  white  males,  able 
to  read  and  write,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  upward,  of  sound  health, 
of  good  moral  character  and  industrious  habits,  having  some  respectable 
known  means  of  support,  and  believe  in  the  existence  of  a  Supreme  Being,  the 
Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  Universe,  and  be  proposed  in  the  Lodge  nearest 
his  residence,  except  that  Lodge  grant  permission  for  his  joining  another  Lodge; 
provided,  that  application  for  membership  may  be  made  to  any  Lodge  nearest 
the  residence  of  the  applicant,  in  the  same  county  or  district.  A  person  may 
be  admitted  to  any  Lodge  in  the  city  or  village  in  which  he  resides;  but  all 
candidates  for  initiation  must  have  resided  in  this  State  six  months,  and  in  the 
county  in  which  the  application  is  made  thirty  days  prior  to  the  time  of  making 
the  application,  except  such  candidates  as  may  apply  from  other  States  or  Ter- 
ritories where  there  is  no- Grand  Lodge  or  District  Deputy  Grand  ^re  located. 

Sec.  2.  All  candidates  for  membership  by  deposit  of  card,  or  dismissal 
certificate,  or  as  Ancient  Odd  Fellows,  whose  cards  have  been  granted  more 
than  twelve  months,  shall  deposit  their  cards  with  the  proposition,  or  furnish 
satisfactory  evidence  that  such  card  has  been  lost. 

Sec.  3.  No  suspended  or  expelled  member  of  the  Order  can  be  admitted 
to  membership  in  this  Lodge,  except  on  a  dismissal  certificate,  or  on  being  rein- 
stated and  receiving  a  withdrawal  card  from  the  Lodge  which  suspended  or 
expelled  him;  or  if  a  member  of  a  defunct  Lodge,  a  certificate  from  the  Grand 
Secretary,  as  prescribed  by  law,  and  by  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  not  less  than 
fifteen  dollars,  and  by  signing  a  petition  substantially  as  follows:

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Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  applicant  to  sign  the  petition  with  his 
full  name  in  the  presence  of  two  members  of  the  Lodge  he  proposes  to  join,  and 
no  petition  shall  be  received  into  any  Lodge  without  the  signature  of  said 
witnesses. 

Sec.  5.  If  the  report  of  the  investigating  committee  be  favorable,  and  the 
candidate  be  elected,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  N.  G.  to  appoint  an  examining 
committee  of  three  members,  one  of  whom  shall,  if  practicable,  be  a  Past 
Grand,  and  the  committee  shall  examine  the  applicant  as  to  the  degrees  he  has 
attained  and  the  rank  he  holds  in  ihe  Order,  and  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Lodge;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  note  said  report  upon  the 
minutes,  and  upon  the  adoption  of  the  report  by  the  Lodge  the  applicant  shall 
be  admitted  and  sign  the  Constitution,  and  By-Laws. 

Sec.  6.  If  any  person  shall  gain  admittance  to  this  Lodge  upon  a  petition 
containing  any  false  representations,  he  shall  be  expelled. 

Sec.  7.  The  name  of  a  person  offered  for  membership,  with  his  age, 
residence  and  occupation,  must  be  proposed  by  a  member  in  writing,  signed  by 
the  applicant  with  his  full  name,  with  the  names  of  two  persons  as  references 
attached,  and  entered  upon  the  record,  and  forthwith  be  referred  to  a  committee 
of  three  members  for  investigation,  who  shall  report  at  the  next  regular  meeting 
(unless  extraordinary  circumstances  prevent),  and  signed  by  a  majority  of  said 
committee,  when  the  candidate  shall  be  balloted  for  with  ball  ballots,  and  if 
less  than  three  black  balls  appear,  he  shall  be  elected,  but  if  three  or  more 
black  balls  appear,  he  shall  be  rejected. 

Sec.  8.  No  reconsideration  of  an  unfavorable  balloting  can  be  had,  unless 
all  the  Brothers  who  may  cast  black  balls  against  an  applicant  for  membership 
voluntarily  make  ^  motion  for  a  reconsideration  of  the  ballot;  and  in  such  case 
the  vote  on  the  reconsideration  shall  be  taken  by  ball  ballots,  and  if  all  the 
balls  cast  be  in  favor  of  it,  the  reconsideration  shall  be  had;  whereupon  the 
application  shall  lie  over  till  the  succeeding  regular  meeting,  when  another 
ballot  shall  be  had  with  ball  ballots,  and  if  the  same  be  unanimously  in  favor 
of  the  applicant,  he  shall  thereby  be  elected;  one  reconsideration  only  in  the 
same  case  shall  be  allowed,  and,  provided,  always,  that  such  reconsideration 
shall  be  had  within  four  meeting  nights  succeeding  the  rejection.  A  favorable 
balloting  can  be  reconsidered  at  any  meeting  prior  to  the  admission  of  the  can- 
didate;  provided,  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  agree  thereto. 

Sec.  9.  When  a  candidate  has  been  rejected,  notice  thereof  shall  be  sent 
without  delay  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  and  all  the  Lodges  in  the  Dis- 
trict, and  he  cannot  be  proposed  again  in  any  Lodge  for  the  space  of  one  year 
after  such  rejection;  provided,  that  upon  deposit  of  a  card  a  Brother  can  apply 
at  any  time. 

Sec.   10.     A  proposition  for  membership  can  be  withdrawn  any  time  prior

to  the  report  of  the  committee  thereon  being  read  to  the  Lodge.  If  a  person 
shall  be  illegally  or  fraudulently  elected  a  member  of  this  Lodge,  at  any  time 
previous  to  the  applicant's  initiation,  the  Lodge  can,  by  a  majority  vote,  order 
a  new  ballot.  In  case  an  illegal  ballot  is  cast,  the  presiding  officer  cannot 
declare  the  ballot  void;  it  can  only  be  done  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Lodge. 

ARTICLE   III. 

FEES,    DUES    AND    BENEFITS. 

Section  i.  The  fees  and  dues  of  this  Lodge  shall  not  be  less  than  fifteen 
dollars  for  initiation;  five  dollars  for  admission  by  card;  ten  dollars  for  admis- 
sion by  dismissal  certificate,  as  an  ancient  Odd  Fellow,  or  as  a  non-affiliate 
Odd  Fellow;  ten  dollars  each  for  the  first  and  second  degrees;  and  five  dollars 
for  the  third  degree,  and  such  amount  of  dues  as  shall  be  determined  by  the 
by-laws;  in  addition  to  which  the  Lodge  may  provide  for  a  widows',  orphans* 
and  educational  fund,  and  funeral  tax,  and  for  extraordinory  assessments  for 
Lodge  purposes. 

Sec,  2.  Every  member  not  over  thirteen  weeks  in  arrears  to  the  Lodge 
for  dues,  or  an  aggregate  of  dues,  fines  and  assessments,  to  an  amount  equal  to 
more  than  thirteen  weeks'  dues,  shall,  in  case  of  being  disabled  by  sickness  or 
bodily  accident  from  following  his  usual  occupation, or  otherwise  earning  a  live- 
lihood, be  entitled  to  and  may  receive  such  weekly  benefits  from  the  funds  of 
the  Lodge  as  may  be  provided  by  its  by-laws;  provided ^  such  weekly  benefits 
shall  not  exceed  in  amount  one-half  the  amount  of  yearly  dues;  andy  provided 
further,  his  sickness  or  disability  has  not  been  occasioned  by  any  unnecessary 
exposure,  imprudence  or  immoral  conduct,  or  not  constitutionally  diseased 
prior  to  his  admission  to  the  Lodge;  in  such  cases  no  benefits  can  be  allowed. 
Nor  will  any  brother  be  entitled  to  benefits  until  the  expiration  of  six  months 
from  the  date  of  his  admission.  All  dues,  fines  and  assessments  to- be  deducted 
from  benefits  previous  to  their  payments 

Sec.  3.  Should  a  Brother's  disability  be  local  and  apparently  permanent, 
but,  his  general  health  not  disqualify  him  from  followmg  some  occupation  by 
which  he  can  secure  a  livelihood,  he  is  not  entitled  to- benefits  under  this  Consti- 
tution. 

Sec.  4.  Any  Brother  who  is  in  good  health,  but  in  arrears  for  over 
thirteen  weeks,  or  an  aggregate  amount  including  fines  and  assessments  equal 
to  more  than  thirteen  weeks  dues,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  benefits  for  any 
sickness  or  disability  that  may  arise  prior  to  the  expiration  of  four  weeks  after 
the  payment  of  said  arrearages  in  fulL  "Arrears  "  shall  be  construed  to  be  the 
amount  in  excess  of  thirteen  weeks. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  of  the  death  of  a  member  not  over  one  year  in  arrears  for 
dues,  or  an  aggregate  amount,  including  fines  and  assessments,  equal  to  one 
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year's  dues,  or  the  wife  of  such  member,  there  shall  be  allowed  from  the  Lodge 
funds  not  less  than  thirty  dollars  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  burial.  In  the 
absence  of  competent  relations,  the  N.  G.  shall  take  charge  of  the  funeral  and 
render  an  account  of  the  disbursements.  Should  a  deceased  brother  in  good 
standing,  in  accordance  with  Section  2  of  this  Article,  leave  a  wife  and  children, 
or  either,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  not  less  than  thirty  dollars  funeral  benefits, 
to  be  paid  only  to  said  wife  and  children.  All  orders  for  benefits  or  funeral 
expenses  shall  be  by  vote  of  the  Lodge. 


ARTICLE   IV. 

DEGREES. 

Section  i.  A  Brother  who  has  been  in  membership  one  month  shall  be 
eligible  for  degrees,  but  shall  not  be  elected  to  more  than  two  degrees  at  the 
same  meeting,  unless  a  dispensation  be  obtained  therefor  from  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter, or  his  Deputy  for  the  District. 

Sec.  2.  Application  for  election  to  any  of  the  degrees  of  a  Subordinate 
Lodge  shall  be  accompanied  with  the  amount  required  therefor,  and  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Lodge  when  open  in  that  order  of  business,  if  so  provided;  if 
not,  in  the  order  of  new  business;  and  when  the  Lodge  has  regularly  closed,  it 
shall  then  forthwith  open  in  the  degrees  and  ballot  upon  the  application,  and 
if  the  ballot  be  fair,  the  applicant  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  said  degrees  at 
any  time  appointed  by  the  Noble  Grand;  but  if  one  black  ball  shall  appear, 
the  application  shall  lie  over  until  the  next  succeeding  meeting  of  the  Lodge  in 
the  same  degree,  when  a  new  ballot  shall  be  taken,  and  if  three  or  more  black 
balls  appear,  the  degree  applied  for  shall  be  refused,  and  the  applicant  shall 
be  debarred  from  renewing  his  application  for  six  months;  but  if  less  than  three 
black  balls  appear,  the  applicant  shall  be  elected  to  receive  said  degrees. 

Sec.  3.  This  Lodge  may  also  confer  the  Degree  of  Rebekah  on  all  Third 
Degree  members  in  good  standing,  their  wives,  widows  of  members  in  good 
standing  at  the  time  of  their  death,  the  unmarried  legally  adopted  daughters, 
sisters,  and  the  widowed  sisters  of  Third  Degree  members;  provided^  that  the 
daughters  and  sisters  of  members  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years, 
and  are  recomnvended  by  their  parents,  guardian,  or  their  brother. 

ARTICLE    V. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  i.     The  elective  officers  of  this  Lodge  shall  consist  of  a  Noble 

Grand,  Vice  Grand,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  serve  a  regular  term 

each,  and  the  Lodge  may  elect  a  Permanent  Secretary  for  the  same  time,  or  for 

one  year,  to  take  charge  of  the  accounts  between  the  Lodge  and  its  members^ 
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Sec.  2.  The  appointed  officers  shall  consist  of  a  Warden,  Conductor, 
Outside  Guardian,  Inside  Guardian,  Right  Supporter  of  Noble  Grand,  Left 
Supporter  of  Noble  Grand,  Right  Supporter  of  Vice  Grand,  Left  Supporter  of 
Vice  Grand,  and  Right  and  Left  S.  Supporters,  who  shall  each  serve  a  regular 
term;  and  the  N.  G.  may  also  appoint  a  Chaplain  for  a  regular  term. 

Sec.  3.  No  member  shall  be  installed  as  N.  G.,  unless  he  has  served  a 
term  as  V.  G.,  or  the  last  of  a  term  to  fill  a  vacancy;  nor  as  V.  G.,  unless  he 
has  served  a  term  or  a  majority  of  the  nights  of  a  term,  including  the  last  night, 
in  an  inferior  office,  other  than  Permanent  Secretary  or  Chaplain;  such  service 
in  office,  whether  elected  or  appointed  in  any  other  Lodge,  is  qualifying;  pro- 
vided, a  Brother  has  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  under  seal  of  a  Lodge  in  good 
standing;  -provided^  that  any  Third  Degree  member  may  be  elected  if  all  quali- 
fied Brothers  refuse  to  serve,  and  a  dispensation  be  granted  by  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  or  Deputy  of  the  District,  previous  to  the 
election. 

Sec.  4.  The  N.  G.  and  V.  G.  must  each  be  in  possession  of  the  Degree  of 
Rebekah,  and  all  elective  and  appointed  officers  shall  be  clear  of  all  pecuniary 
charges  on  the  books,  and  have  attained  the  Third  Degree  previous  to  instal- 
lation. 

Sec.  5.  Nominations  for  Elective  Officers  shall  be  made  only  on  the  two 
regular  meetings  immediately  preceding  that  of  the  regular  election,  except 
when  the  nominees  for  an  office  all  decline.  There  having  been  but  one  candi- 
date, and  he  having  been  beaten  by  blarik  ballots,  the  N.  G.  shall  declare  the 
■candidate  out  of  nomination. 

Sec.  6.  Officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  last  regular  meeting  in  each  term, 
and  be  installed  at  the  first  regular  meeting  in  the  new  term;  provided,  the 
installing  officer  be  present;  if  absent,  the  Lodge  may,  by  vote,  defer  it  for  one 
week,  or  call  a  special  meeting  for  the  purpose  at  the  request  of  the  D.  D. 
Grand  Master. 

Sec.  7.  Any  officer  absenting  himself  from  the  Lodge  for  three  successive 
meetings,  except  in  case  of  sickness,  or  any  officer  for  misconduct  or  neglect,  as 
such,  may  be  removed  by  a  vote  of  two- thirds  of  the  members  voting  at  the 
next  regular  meeting  after  a  resolution  therefor  has  been  offered  in  the  Lodge. 

Sec.  8.  Vacancies  in  any  elective  office  may  be  filled  by  the  Lodge  by 
nomination  and  election  at  the  next  regular  meeting  after  nominating;  and 
until  so  filled,  the  N.  G.  shall  appoint  a  member  to  the  office,  pro  tem. 

Sec.  9.  The  duties  of  the  various  officers  shall  be  as  laid  down  in  the 
charges  of  office,  and  as  specified  by  this  Constitution  and  the  by-laws  of  the 
Lodge. 
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Sec.  io.  The  N.  G.,  or  officer  acting  as  such,  shall  appoint  the  majority, 
and  the  V.  G.,  or  the  officer  acting  as  such,  the  minority  of  all  committees  on 
candidates  and  charges. 

Sec.  II.  The  Lodge  shall,  at  its  first  regular  meeting  in  April  of  each 
year,  elect  three  Representatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  its  charter,  and  one 
for  each  fifteen  members,  as  shown  by  its  report  on  the  31st  day  of  December 
of  the  previous  year. 

Sec.  12.  Representatives  must  be  Past  Grands  in  good  standing  in  the 
Lodge  at  the  time  of  their  election,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year  from 
the  date  of  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  it  may 
be  filled  by  an  election  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Lodge  previous  to  the 
annual  session  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge. 


ARTICLE   VL 

Section  i.  A  member  to  be  entitled  to  the  term  pass-word  at  the  begin- 
ning of  a  term  must  have  paid  all  dues,  fines  and  assessments  against  him  to 
that  date;  and  a  member  who  is  in  arrears  for  dues  more  than  thirteen  weeks, 
or  an  aggregate  of  dues,  fines  and  assessments  to  an  amount  equal  to  more  than 
thirteen  weeks'  dues,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  weekly  or  funeral  benefits,  nor  to 
vote  or  speak  in  the  Lodge,  but  may  visit  his  own  Lodge  until  dropped  from 
membership,  suspended  or  expelled  in  accordance  with  law.  The  Lodge  cannot 
refuse  to  receive  any  part  of  the  dues  of  a  member  prior  to  the  time  he  is  dropped 
from  membership,  and  no  member  can  be  dropped  from  membership  for  non- 
payment of  dues,  unless  at  the  time  of  being  dropped  he  shall  be  indebted  to 
the  Lodge  for  more  than  one  year's  dues.  Any  member  eleven  months  in 
arrears  for  dues  shall  be  notified  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  of  the  condition 
of  his  account.  If  he  still  neglect  payment,  at  the  end  of  one  year  the  Secretary 
shall  so  report  to  the  N.  G.  of  the  Lodge,  when  the  N,  G.  shall  read  the 
Brother's  name  for  the  first  time  as  liable  to  be  dropped  from  membership. 
The  matter  shall  then  lie  over  for  one  week,  when,  if  no  payment  has  been 
made,  the  N.  G.  shall  declare  him  dropped  from  membership,  unless  the  Lodge 
shall  otherwise  decide.  The  fact  of  a  member  being  over  twelve  months  in 
arrears  does  not  constitute  him  a  dropped  member.  To  render  him  such,  the 
Lodge  must  formally  declare  him  to  be  dropped. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  principles  of  the  Order, 
the  Constitution,  By-laws  or  Rules  of  Order  of  this  Lodge,  or  who  shall  know- 
ingly propose  an  unworthy  applicant  for  membership,  be  guilty  of  immorality, 
feign  sickness  with  a  view  to  abuse  the  benevolent  intentions  of  the  Order,  or 
shall  divulge,  except  to  a  member  of  the  Order  legally  entitled  to  the  same, 
any  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Lodge  or  of  the  Order  required  to  be  kept  secret,. 
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shall  be  reprimanded,  suspended  (not  to  exceed  two  years),  or  expelled,  as  the 
Lodge  may  determine. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  within  this  jurisdiction,  who 
shall,  upon  due  trial,  be  convicted  of  using  intoxicating  liquors  to  such  an 
extent  as  to  cause  him  to  habitually  neglect  his  family  or  business,  shall  be  con- 
sidered a  common  drunkard,  and  shall  be  expelled  from  the  Order, 

Sec.  4.  Notice  of  all  suspensions,  expulsions,  rejections,  reinstatements, 
and  of  Brothers  dropped  from  membership,  shall  forthwith  be  forwarded  to 
every  Lodge  in  the  District,  and  to  the  Subordinate  Encampment,  of  which  the 
Lodge  shall  have  been  notified  of  such  Brother  having  become  a  member;  also, 
to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary. 

Sec.  5.  Every  member  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fair  trial  for  any  offense 
involving  reprimand,  suspension  or  expulsion.  No  member  shall  be  put  upon 
trial  unless  charges,  prepared  in  strict  accordance  with  the  code  of  procedure 
regulating  charges  and  trials,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Lodge,  in  writing,  and 
signed  by  a  member  of  the  Order  in  good  standing. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

Section  1.  Any  person  who  may  have  ceased  to  be  a  member  in  conse- 
tjuence  of  non-payment  of  dues,  may  be  reinstated  within  one  year,  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present — the  motion  to  that  effect  having  been  laid 
over  one  week — by  the  payment  of  the  amount  due  the  Lodge  at  the  time  he 
ceased  to  be  a  member;  but  after  one  year,  the  amount  due  the  Lodge  shall  be 
paid,  and  he  shall  petition  the  Lodge,  in  writing  to  be  reinstated,  which  shall 
be  disposed  of,  in  aii  respects,  as  provided  for  in  Article  II,  Section  7,  for  peti- 
tions for  membership  by  initiation. 

Sec.  2.  Applications  for  reinstatement,  by  card,  by  dismissal  certificate, 
as  an  Ancient  or  non-affiliated  Odd  Fellow,  shall  be  made  by  petition  at  a 
regular  meeting,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  required  fee. 

Sec.  3.  Non-affiliated  Odd  Fellows  who  have  been  regularly  initiated  in 
the  Order,  and  have  retained  membership  therein  for  five  consecutive  years, 
and  who,  at  the  time  of  making  application  for  reinstatement  shall  be  over 
fifty  years  of  age,  may  be  admitted  to  membership  as  non-beneficial  members; 
such  members  to  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  one  dollar  for  admission  and  such 
dues  as  the  by-laws  of  the  Lodge  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  4.  A  member  of  the  Order  having  been  for  twenty-five  years  a  con- 
tributing member,  may  be  admitted  to  membership  in  this  Lodge  without  first 
applying  for  a  withdrawal  card  from  the  Lodge  in  which  he  holds  membership; 
provided,  that,  upon  election  to  membership  in  this  Lodge,  the  Secretary  shall 
notify  the  Lodge  of  which  the  Brother  is  a  member  of  such  election,  whereupon,

a  withdrawal  card  having  been  granted  to  the  Brother  and  the  same  deposited  in 
this  Lodge,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  membership  upon  sign- 
ing the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  the  payment  of  the  required  admission 
fee. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

FUNDS     AND    PROPERTY. 

This  Lodge  has  jurisdiction  over  its  financial  affairs  so  long  ^s  it 
acts  in  obedience  to  its  charter  or  dispensation,  and  of  this  Constitution 
and  the  laws  of  the  Order.  The  funds  and  property  of  this  Lodge  are  *'  trust 
funds,"  to  be  devoted  to  no  other  purpose  than  the  charitable  uses  of  the  I.  O. 
O.  F.,  and  expenditures  legitimately  made  for  Lodge  purposes,  and  the 
advancement  of  the  interests  of  the  Lodge  or  the  Order.  The  funds  may 
be  invested,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  Lodge  shall  direct,  but  no  part  thereof, 
or  of  the  Lodge  property,  or  of  the  proceeds  of  any  sales  of  such  property,  shall 
ever  be  divided  among  the  members,  either  directly  or  under  the  disguise  of  a 
loan  to  a  member,  or  members;  and  in  case  of  a  surrender  or  forfeiture  of  the 
Lodge  charter,  all  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Lodge,  of  whatsoever  kind, 
shall  be  immediately  surrendered  and  delivered  up  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
of  this  jurisdiction,  or  to  its  officers  or  agents  properly  authorized  to  receive 
them. 

ARTICLE    IX. 

OFFENSES. 

Section  i  .  No  member  of  this  Lodge  shall  be  concerned  in  organizing  or 
visiting  any  illegal,  spurious,  expelled,  extinct  or  suspended  Lodge  of  Odd 
Fellows;  nor  paint  on  his  sign  any  emblem  of  the  Order,  or  otherwise  exhibit 
any  upon  the  same,  or  have  any  printed  or  engraved  upon  his  business  card,  or 
expose  in  any  public  place  as  a  sign;  nor  receive  or  put  any  motion  from  the 
chair  of  the  N.  G.  unless  he  be  a  Present  or  Past  N.  G.,  or  V.  G.,  or  R.  S.  of 
the  N.  G.,  occupying  the  chair  during  the  temporary  absence  of  the  N.  G. 

Sec.  2.  This  Lodge  shall  not  have  a  public  procession  unless  to  attend 
the  funeral  of  a  member  or  have  any  public  celebration  of  any  kind,  or  get  up 
any  ball  or  public  amusement  in  the  name  of  the  Order,  without  permission  of 
the  Grand  Master,  or  admit  to  membership  any  member  of  an  expelled  or  extinct 
Lodge,  or  reinstate  an  expelled  or  suspended  member  of  this  Lodge  without 
permission  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

ARTICLE   X. 

TERMS    AND   RETURNS. 

Section  i.  All  terms  shall  commence  on  the  1st  day  of  January  and  th6 
1st  day  of  July  of  each  year,  and  end  June  30th  and  December  31st;  providedt 
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that  this  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  affect  Lodges  who  have  the  permit  of 
the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  to  meet  twice  a  month;  their  terms  to  be  one  year,  and 
shall  commence  January  ist  and  end  December  31st  of  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  for  the  term  about  expiring  shall  prepare  and  deliver 
to  the  officer  who  shall  install  their  successors  the  result  of  the  elections  and  a 
regular  report  of  the  work  of  the  term,  including  the  names  of  the  initiated, 
admitted  by  card,  and  as  an  Ancient  Odd  Fellow;  those  suspended  or  expelled, 
and  the  cause  thereof,  and  those  reinstated  and  deceased;  the  number  of  certifi- 
cates for  Degrees  granted;  the  whole  number  in  membership,  and  the  amount 
of  receipts,  accompanied  by  whatever  amount  may  be  due  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 
They  shall  annually  make  to  the  Grand  Lodge  a  full  return  of  members  of 
the  Lodge,  ranked  according  to  the  Degrees  attained,  and  a  statement  of  thef 
number  of  members  relieved  in  the  past  year;  the  number  of  widowed  families 
relieved;  the  number  of  members  buried;  the  number  of  sisters  buried;  the 
amount  of  money  applied  to  each  of  these  purposes,  designating  the  amount 
paid  for  the  education  of  orphans;  the  amount  of  money  in  the  treasury;  amount 
of  widows'  and  orphans'  fund,  and  the  amount  of  investments. 

Sec.  3.  Should  the  Lodge  fail  to  make  any  of  these  returns  for  one  year, 
it  shall  thereby  forfeit  its  charter  and  become  extinct,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  G.  Master  or  D.  D.  G.  M.  to  withhold  the  A.  T.  P.  W.  and  the 
term  P.  W.  until  such  returns  are  made  and  the  amount  due  the  Grand  Lodge 
is  paid.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  last  installed  officers  to  transmit  or 
surrender  to  the  Grand  Master  or  his  Deputy  the  charter,  books,  papers,  furni- 
ture, funds  and  other  property  of  the  Lodge» 


ARTICLE   XI. 

CARDS    AND    GERTIFICATES. 

Section  r.  Applications  for  cards  must  be  made  in  open  Lodge,  either 
in  person  or  in  writing.  All  dues,  fines  or  assessments  must  be  paid  in  full  up 
to  the  time  for  which  a  visiting  card  is  granted,  and  a  withdrawal  card  cannot 
be  granted  to  a  member  who  is  not  clear  of  the  books. 

Sec.  2.  A  withdrawal  card,  as  soon  as  granted,  relieves  the  Lodge  from, 
all  liability  for  benefits,  whether  the  card  be  taken  or  not. 

Sec.   3.     A  visiting  card  cannot  be  granted  for  more  than  CMie  year. 

Sec.  4.  On  application  therefor,  the  Lodge  may,  by  a  two-thirds'  vote,, 
grant  a  card  to  the  wife  of  a  member  in  good  standing,  or  the  widow  of  a  mem- 
ber in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  his  death;  such  card  cannot  be  granted  to 
a  wife  for  more  than  one  year,  but  when  granted  to  a  widow  shall  be  valid 
during  her  widowhood.

Sec.  5.  When  a  Brother  who  has  been  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues 
applies  for  reinstatement,  and  the  application  is  rejected,  he  shall  be  entitled 
to,  and  the  Lodge  shall  grant  him,  a  dismissal  certificate  upon  the  payment  of 
one  dollar. 

Sec.  6.  A  withdrawal  card  must  be  granted  by  ball  ballots.  A  ballot  by 
which  a  withdrawal  card  is  granted  cannot  be  reconsidered  or  rescinded. 


ARTICLE    XIL 

APPEALS. 

An  appeal  from  the  action  of  the  Lodge  on  a  decision  of  law  only  may  be 
taken  at  any  time  within  two  weeks  after  the  decision,  upon  filing  with  the 
Secretary  notice  of  appeal,  and  the  grounds  thereof,  whereupon  the  Secretary 
shall  forthwith  send  a  certified  copy  of  the  same  to  the  D.  D.  G.  M. 

f 
ARTICLE    XIII. 

BY-LAWS. 

Section  i.  This  Lodge  may  make,  alter  or  rescind  such  By-laws,  Rules 
or  Resolutions,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient;  provided^  that 
they  do  not  contravene  this  Constitution,  or  the  Constitution,  By-laws  or  Regula- 
tions of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Slate  of  Nevada  or  of  the  Sovereign  Grand' 
Lodge;  and^  provided  further^  that  when  an  amendment  is  proposed,  the  Section 
proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  set  forth  at  length  as  it  would  read  should  the 
proposed  amendment  be  adopted. 

Sec.  2.  The  By-laws  of  this  Lodge  shall  not  go  into  force  and  effect  until 
duly  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates,  and  the  manuscript 
copy  of  such  By-laws  shall,  before  being  printed,  be  transmitted  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  to  be  submitted  to  the  said  committee  for  their  approval. 

ARTICLE   XIV. 

AMENDMENTS  AND  INTERPRETATIONS. 

Section  i.  When  any  doubt  arises  of  the  true  meaning  of  any  part  of 
these  Articles,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  2.  These  Articles,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  not  be  altered,  amended, 
suspended  or  annulled  except  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  at 
a  regular  session.

For  the  purpose  of  effecting  uniformity  in  the  administration  of  the  priv- 
ileges, benefits  and  honors  of  the  Rebekah  Degree,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  within  this 
jurisdiction,  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows  of  the  State  of  Nevada  ordains  the  following  Constitution  for  Rebekah 
Degree  Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction  ; 

ARTICLE    I. 

This  Lodge  shall  consist  of  seven  members  in  good  standing,^  including 

one  qualified  to  preside  at  its  meetings,  to  be  hailed  and  entitled  

Degree  of  Rebekah  Lodge,  No ,  Independent  Order  af  Odd  Fellows  of 

the  State  of  Nevada,  holding  a  legal  and  unreclaimed  charter  granted  or  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the 
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State  of  Nevada.     It  cannot  voluntarily  surrender  its  charter  so  long  as  seven 
(7)  members  object  thereto. 

ARTICLE   II. 

This  Lodge  shall  have  pow^er  to  confer  the  Degree  of  Rebekah  on  all 
Scarlet  Degree  members  of  the  Order  who  present  a  certificate  of  good  stand- 
ing from  their  Lodges;  the  wives  of  Scarlet  Degree  members  in  good  standing; 
the  widows  of  Odd  Fellows  presenting  a  certificate  from  a  Lodge  of  which 
their  husbands  were  members  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  their  death;  the 
unmarried  daughters,  unmarried  sisters  and  widowed  sisters  of  Scarlet  Degree 
members,  who  have  attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  upon  the  recom* 
mendation  of  their  parents,  guardian,  or  iheir  brother. 

ARTICLE   III. 

OF   MEETINGS. 

This  Lodge  shall  hold  regular  meetings  twice  each  month,  and  special 
meetings  as  prescribed  by  the  By-laws. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

PROPOSITIONS   FOR   MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  i.  The  name  of  a  person  offered  for  membership,  with  his  or 
her  name,  residence  and  occupation,  must  be  proposed  by  a  member,  in  writ- 
ing, signed  by  the  applicant,  with  the  names  of  two  persons  as  references 
attached  and  entered  upon  the  record,  and  forthwith  be  referred  to  a  committee 
of  three  members  for  investigation,  who  shall  report  at  the  next  succeeding 
regular  meeting  (unless  extraordinary  circumstances  prevent),  when  the  candi- 
date shall  be  balloted  for  with  ball  ballots,  and,  if  three  or  more  black  balls 
appear,  the  applicant  shall  be  declared  rejected,  but,  if  less  than  three  black 
balls  appear,  the  applicant  shall  be  declared  elected;  provided^  that  no  appli- 
cant shall  be  admitted  to  membership  in  this  Lodge,  or  to  sign  the  Constitution 
and  By-laws,  until  the  next  succeeding  regular  meeting  thereafter.  Applicants 
by  card  or  dismissal  certificates  shall  be  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner. 

Sec.  2.  No  reconsideration  of  an  unfavorable  balloting  can  be  had,  unless 
all  the  members  who  cast  the  black  balls  against  an  applicant  for  membership 
voluntarily  make  a  motion  for  a  reconsideration  of  the  ballot,  and  in  such  a 
case  the  vote  on  the  reconsideration  shall  be  taken  by  ball  ballots,  and,  if  all 
the  balls  cast  be  in  favor  of  it,  the  reconsideration  shall  be  had;  whereupon  the 
application  shall  lie  over  until  the  next  succeeding  regular  meeting,  when  another 
ballot  shall  be  had  with  ball  ballots,  and,  if  the  same  be  unanimously  in  favor  of 
the  applicant,  he  or  she  shall  be  elected,  but,  if  one  or  more  black  balls  appear 
in  either  ballot,  the  applicant  shall  be  rejected,  and  never  more  than  one  motion 
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for  a  reconsideration  shall  be  allowed.  A  favorable  balloting  can  be  recon- 
sidered at  any  meeting  prior  to  the  admission  of  the  candidate;  provided,  a 
majority  of  the  members  present  agree  thereto. 

Sec.  3.  To  be  in  good  standing  in  this  Lodge  it  is  necessary  that  a  Brother 
shall  be  in  good  standing  in  his  Subordinate  Lodge.  A  Sister  to  be  in  good 
standing  must  be  free  from  all  charges  on  the  books  of  this  Lodge,  financially 
or  otherwise. 

Sec.  4.  A  member  to  be  entitled  to  the  S.  A.  P.  W.,  at  the  beginning  of 
a  term,  must  have  paid  all  dues  against  him  or  her  to  that  date;  and  a  member 
of  this  Lodge  who  is  in  arrears  for  weekly  or  funeral  dues  more  than  thirteen 
weeks  is  not  entitled  to  speak  or  vote  in  the  Lodge,  but  is  a  contributing  mem- 
ber until  dropped  from  membership,  or  expelled;  and  as  such  is  entitled  to  visit 
his  or  her  own  Lodge.  He  or  she  cannot,  however,  become  entitled  to  benefits 
until  he  or  she  shall  have  paid  up  in  full  all  dues  and  fines — weekly  and  funeral — 
that  have  accrued  against  him  or  her  up  to  the  date  of  payment,  nor  then,  until 
the  expiration  of  such  time  thereafter  as  may  by  the  laws  be  provided  as  a 
penalty. 

Sec.  5.  This  Lodge  cannot  refuse  to  receive,  in  full  or  in  part,  the  dues 
of  a  member  prior  to  the  time  he  or  she  ceased  to  be  a  member,  and  no  mem- 
ber can  be  suspended  or  dropped  from  membership  for  non-payment  of  dues, 
unless  at  the  time  he  or  she  is  dropped  they  shall  be  indebted  to  the  Lodge  for 
more  than  one  year's  dues.  Any  member  of  this  Lodge  who  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  pay  the  dues  fixed  by  law,  for  the  space  of  one  year,  shall  be  reported 
by  the  Secretary  to  the  Noble  Grand,  and,  unless  the  Lodge  shall  otherwise 
direct,  such  member  shall  thereupon  be  dropped  from  membership,  he  or  she 
having  first  been  notified  of  the  action  that  would  be  taken,  a  record  of  which 
shall  be  made  upon  the  minutes.  The  mere  fact  of  a  member  being  over  twelve 
months  in  arrears  does  not  constitute  him  or  her  a  dropped  member.  To  render 
them  such,  the  Lodge  must  formally  declare  them  to  have  ceased  membership. 

Sec.  6.  Any  member  who  has  ceased  membership  for  non-payment  of 
dues  may  be  reinstated  within  one  year  by  a  two-thirds'  vote  of  the  members 
present  at  any  regular  meeting,  by  payment  of  the  amount  due  the  Lodge  at 
the  time  of  suspension,  a  motion  to  that  effect  having  laid  over  one  meeting. 
After  the  lapse  of  one  year,  application  must  be  made  in  accordance  with  Sec- 
tion I  of  this  Article,  and  upon  payment  of  one  year'^s  dues. 

Sec.  7.  When  a  candidate  has  been  rejected,  notice  thereof  shall  be  sent 
without  delay  to  the  Grand  Secretary  and  to  all  the  Degree  of  Rebekah  Lodges 
in  this  jurisdiction. 
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ARTICLE    V. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  elective  officers  of  this  Lodge  shall  consist  of  a  Noble 
Grand,  Vice  Grand,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  serve  a  regular  term 
each,  and  the  Lodge  may  elect  a  Permanent  Secretary  for  the  same  time,  or  for 
one  year,  to  take  charge  of  the  accounts  between  the  Lodge  and  its  members. 

Sec.  2.  The  appointed  ofhcers  shall  consist  of  a  Warden,  Conductor,  Out- 
side Guardian,  Inside  Guardian,  Right  Supporter  of  Noble  Grand,  Left  Sup- 
porter of  Noble  Grand,  Right  Supporter  of  Vice  Grand  and  Left  Supporter  of 
Vice  Grand,  who  shall  serve  a  regular  term;  and  the  Lodge  may  also  appoint 
a  Chaplain  for  a  regular  term.  , 

Sec.  3.  No  member  shall  be  installed  N.  G.,  unless  he  or  she  shall : 
First,  be  an  actual  contributing  member  in  good  standing  in  the  Lodge;  second, 
no  member  shall  be.  eligible  to  the  office  of  N.  G.,  unless  previous  service  is 
shown  in  the  ofhce  of  V.  G.  in  a  Degree  of  Rebekah  or  Subordinate  Lodge. 
The  other  elective  and  appointed  officers  shall  be  members  of  this  Lodge  in  good 
standing. 

Sec.  4.  Officers  of  the  Lodge  shall  be  clear  of  all  pecuniary  charges  on 
the  books  of  whatever  kind  previous  to  installation. 

Sec.  5.  Nominations  for  elective  officers  shall  be  made  at  the  meeting 
immediately  preceding  that  of  the  regular  election,  and  also  on  the  night  of  the 
election.  There  having  been  but  one  candidate,  and  he  or  she  having  been 
beaten  by  blank  ballots,  the  Noble  Grand  shall  declare  the  candidate  out  of 
nomination. 

Sec.  6.  Officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  last  regular  meeting  in  each  term, 
and  be  installed  at  the  first  regular  meeting  in  the  new  term;  provided^  the 
installing  officer  be  present;  if  absent,  the  Lodge  may,  by  vote,  defer  it  for  one 
week,  or  call  a  special  meeting  for  the  purpose,  at  the  request  of  the  D.  D. 
Grand  Master. 

Sec.  7.  Any  officer  being  absent  from  the  Lodge  for  three  successive 
meetings,  except  in  case  of  sickness,  or  any  officer  for  misconduct  or  neglect, 
may  be  removed  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  the  next 
meeting,  after  a  resolution  has  been  offered  for  that  purpose  in  the  Lodge. 

Sec.  8.  Vacancies  in  any  elective  office  may  be  filled  by  the  Lodge  by 
nomination,  and  election  at  the  next  regular  meeting  after  nominating,  and 
until  so  filled  the  N.  G.  shall  appoint  a  member  to  the  office,  pro  tern. 

Sec.  9.  The  duties  of  the  various  officers  shall  be  as  laid  down  in  the 
charges  of  office,  and  as  specified  by  this  Constitution  and  the  By-laws  of  the 
Lodge. 
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Sec.  IO.  The  N.  G.,  or  officer  acting  as  such,  shall  appoint  the  majority, 
and  the  V.  G.,  or  officer  acting  as  such,  the  minority  of  all  committees  on  can- 
didates and  charges. 

Sec.  II.  No  member  of  this  Lodge  shall  be  concerned  in  organizing  or 
visiting  any  illegal,  spurious,  expelled,  extinct,  or  suspended  Lodges  of  Odd 
Fellows;  nor  paint  on  his  or  her  sign  any  emblem  of  the  Order,  or  otherwise 
exhibit  any  upon  the  same,  or  have  any  printed  or  engraved  upon  his  or  her 
business  card,  nor  expose  in  a  public  place  as  a  sign. 

ARTICLE   VL 

TERMS    AND    RETURNS, 

Section  i.  All  terms  shall  commence  on  January  ist  and  July  ist  of  each 
year,  and  end  on  June  30th  and  December  31st  of  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  for  the  term  about  expiring  shall  prepare  and  deliver 
to  the  officer  who  shall  install  their  successors  the  result  of  the  elections,  and 
a  regular  report  of  the  work  for  the  term,  including  the  number  of  members, 
and  shall  make  an  annual  report  in  full  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  all  dues  and 
receipts,  also  of  all  benefits  and  expenses  for  the  year. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

REVENUE. 

This  Lodge  may  provide  for  a  revenue  in  its  By-laws,  by  fixing  quarterly 
dues,  and  fines  and  penalties  upon  its  officers  and  members;  provided^  that  the 
admission  fee  be  not  less  than  two  dollars. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

BENEFITS. 

The  Lodge  may,  by  its  By-laws,  provide  for  the  payment  of  such  weekly 
and  funeral  benefits  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

FUNDS. 

There  shall  be  but  one  fund  in  this  Lodge,  to  be  called  the  General  Fund, 
which  shall  consist  of  the  moneys,  stocks  and  other  securities  belonging  to  the 
Lodge,  to  be  held  exclusively  as  a  trust  fund,  to  be  devoted  to  no  other  purpose 
than  the  charitable  uses  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  The  funds  may  be  invested,  from 
time  to  time,  as  the  Lodge  may  direct,  but  no  part  thereof,  or  of  the  Lodge 
property,  or  of  the  proceeds  of  any  sales  of  such  property,  shall  ever  be 
divided  among  the  members;   and  in  case  of  a  surrender  or  forfeiture  of  the 
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Lodge  charter,  all  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Lodge,  of  whatsoever  kind, 
shall  be  immediately  surrendered  and  delivered  up  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
of  this  jurisdiction,  or  to  its  officers  or  agents  legally  authorized  to  receive 
them. 

ARTICLE    X. 

CARDS. 

Section  i.  A  withdrawal  card  cannot  be  granted  to  any  member  who  is 
not  clear  of  the  books. 

Sec.  2.  Visiting  cards  shall  be  applied  for  in  open  Lodge,  and  the  dues 
must  be  paid  up  to  the  time  for  which  the  card  is  to  be  granted. 

Sec.  3.  A  Brother  or  a  Sister  who  has  received  the  Degree  of  Rebekah 
may  be  admitted  to  membership  in  this  Lodge,  upon  the  presentation  of  proper 
withdrawal  cards  or  dismissal  certificates  from  a  Rebekah  Degree  Lodge,  or  a 
certificate  from  a  Subordinate  Lodge. 


ARTICLE   XL 

DISMISSAL   CERTIFICATES. 

Any  member  having  been  dropped  from  membership  for  non-payment  of 
dues  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  dismissal  certificate,  and  the  N.  G.  and  Sec- 
retary shall  issue  the  same  upon  the  payment  of  one  dollar. 

ARTICLE   XII. 

Charges  and  trials  shall  be  made  and  conducted  in  strict  conformity  with 
the  Code  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Nevada  and  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE   XIII. 

BY-LAWS. 

Section  i.  This  Lodge  may  make,  alter  or  rescind  such  By-laws,  rules 
and  resolutions,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient;  provided^ 
that  they  do  in  no  wise  contravene  this  Constitution,  or  the  Constitution,  By- 
laws or  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Nevada,  or  of  the  Sov- 
ereign Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  2.  The  By-laws  of  this  Lodge,  or  amendments  thereto,  shall  not  go

In  all  cases  of  appeal  the  Secretary  shall  transmit,  under  seal  of  the 
Lodge,  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  certified  copies  of  the  following  papers  :  1st, 
the  charges  and  specifications;  2d,  the  testimony  and  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee; 3d,  the  exceptions  filed  to  the  report  of  the  committee;  4th,  the  action 
of  the  Lodge  on  the  exceptions  and  the  report  of  the  committee;  5th,  the  notice 
of  appeal  and  grounds  thereof. 

TRIAL. 

All  exceptions  to  the  formation  of  a  Trial  Committee,  or  challenges  for 
bias  or  previously-formed  opinion,  must  be  made  before  the  Lodge  prior  to  the 
commencement  of  the  trial.  If  the  exceptions  are  sustained  by  the  Lodge, 
another  Brother  shall  be  substituted. 

Any  Brother  on  trial  must  have  allowed  him  a  fair  opportunity  for  defense 
and  be  permitted  to  present  any  matter  in  mitigation. 

A  Brother  on  trial  must  have  an  opportunity,  personally  or  by  counsel,  to 
cross-examine  witnesses.     (Sec.  1,832,  Digest  S.  G.  L.) 

If  a  member  refuse  to  stand  trial,  he  cannot  be  formally  tried,  and  in  such 
case  a  Lodge  may  expel  for  contempt.     (Sec.  1,842,  Digest  S.  G.  L.) 

If  a  Brother  confesses  his  guilt,  it  is  not  necessary  to  proceed  to  trial,  but 
the  Trial  Committee  shall  state  the  fact  in  their  report,  and  the  Lodge  .shall 
proceed  as  in  other  cases. 

When  charges  have  been  preferred  against  a  Brother  remote  from  his 
Lodge,  and  he  answers  the  summons,  denying  the  charge  and  stating  his 
inability  to  attend  the  trial  and  to  procure  counsel,  the  Lodge  shall  appoint 
some  competent  and  disinterested  Brother  as  counsel  for  the  absent  Brother, 
and  shall  proceed  to  try  the  case  in  the  form  prescribed. 

The  general  principles  and  usages  of  the  Order  forbid  that  a  person  not  a 
member  of  the  Order  in  good  standing  should  act  as  counsel  before  a  commit- 
tee while  trying  a  Brother  under  charges. 

In  case  of  the  absence  or  concealment  of  a  Brother  against  whom  charges 
have  been  preferred,  so  that  a  copy  of  the  same,  or  notice  of  trial,  cannot 
be  personally  served  upon  him,  a  copy  of  each  should  be  sent  to  the  Postoflice 
nearest  his  last  known  residence,  and  a  copy  left  at  such  residence,  if  the  same 
be  known,  and  upon  proof  of  that  fact  the  Lodge  may  proceed  with  the  trial,  a 
competent  and  disinterested  Brother  having  been  appointed  as  counsel  for  the 
accused;  provided^  that  such  papers  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  served  upon 
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the  Brother  only  from  the  date  when  the  constructive  service  above  prescribed 
is  complete;  and  provided  further,  that  in  case  such  Brother  returns  after  the 
conclusion  of  his  trial,  not  having  appeared  on  such  trial  either  in  person  or  by 
counsel  of  his  own  choosing,  and  asks  for  a  new  trial,  the  same  shall  be  granted 
him,  and  the  testimony  of  any  witness  given  at  the  former  trial  may  be  used  at 
the  second  trial,  provided  the  attendance  of  such  witness  cannot  be  had. 

OF   EVIDENCE. 

While  an  ex-parte  statement  may  be  regarded  as  evidence  sufficient  to 
place  a  Brother  on  his  trial,  it  cannot  for  one  moment  be  supposed  that  such 
testimony  is  to  be  permitted  on  the  trial,  as  such  a  course  would  tend  to  pre- 
vent a  full  and  fair  investigation  of  the  charges,  and  thereby  defeat  not  only 
one  of  the  established  rules  of  law,  but  be  a  manifest  injustice  to  the  character 
of  the  accused,  and  in  violation  of  his  constitutional  rights.  (Sec.  632,  Digest 
S.  G.  L.) 

The  testimony  of  a  wife,  for  or  against  her  husband,  cannot  be  allowed. 
(Sec.  632,  Digest  S.  G.  L.) 

No  hearsay  evidence  should  be  permitted. 

If  for  any  reason  the  prosecution  has  failed  to  produce  material  evidence 
before  the  evidence  for  the  defense  has  commenced,  it  is  still  competent  to 
allow  new  evidence  to  be  introduced  by  the  prosecution  at  any  time  before  the 
case  is  finally  submitted  for  decision.  Justice  requires  that  each  party  be 
allowed  to  introduce  all  competent  evidence,  without  regard  to  the  time  when 
such  evidence  is  offered. 

No  testimony  against  a  Brother,  taken  by  any  committee  without  notice  to 
him,  and  in  his  absence,  should  be  received,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided.

1.  Actual  service  in  office  at  least  a  majority  of  nights  of  a  term  (except 
when  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy),  is  required  to  entitle  an  officer  to  the  honors  of 
the  office,  or  the  Past  Official  Degrees,  and  as  thirteen  nights  do  not  constitute 
a  majority  of  the  term,  officers  are  not  entitled  to  the  honors  of  the  office.  The 
rule  applies  to  the  officers  of  a  new  Lodge.     (Vide  Journal  1867,  p.  58.) 

2.  It  is  not  proper  for  a  Lodge  to  pass  a  standing  resolution  granting  the 
freedom  of  debate  to  a  Brother  of  another  jurisdiction  upon  all  questions  that 
may  come  before  the  Lodge.     (Journal  1868,  p.  149.) 

3.  The  payment  out  of  a  Lodge  fund  for  refreshments  furnished  on  the 
occasion  of  installation  of  officers,  is  not  one  of  the  legitimate  expenses  of  a 
Lodge,  as  recognized  by  authority,  and  consequently  illegitimate.  (Journal 
1868,  pp.  115,  140.) 

4.  D.  D.  Grand  Masters  are  recommended  to  refrain  from  taking  any 
active  part  in  the  business  of  their  Lodges.      (Journal  1868,  pp.  118,  134.) 

5.  A  Subordinate  Lodge  cannot  exempt  a  new  member  from  receiving 
benefits,  unless  he  is  disqualified  by  the  By-laws.  (Journal  1868,  pp.  115,  134; 
Journal  1869,  p.  236.) 
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6.  A  Lodge  has  full  power  to  adopt  and  incorporate  in  its  By-laws  a  form 
of  prayer,  to  be  used  in  opening  and  closing  the  Lodge.  The  Lodge  has  also' 
full  power  to  require  a  strict  adherence  to  the  form  adopted,  but  cannot  oblige 
any  member  of  the  Order  to  offer  up  his  prayers  to  the  Almighty  in  any  form 
or  language  inconsistent  with  his  religious  belief;  and  it  is  not  appropriate  for 
the  Chaplain  of  the  Lodge  to  substitute  his  own  form  of  prayer  for  that  adopted 
by  the  Lodge,  but  he  may  decline  to  perform  that  particular  duty  at  all.  (Jour- 
nal 1868,  pp.  144,  150.) 

7.  If  a  Subordinate  Lodge  remits  the  dues  of  a  member  who  has  been 
suspended,  but  afterward  refuses  to  reinstate  him,  the  member  is  still  a  mem- 
ber suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues.     (Journal  1868,  pp.  153,  156.) 

8.  It  is  illegal  to  elect  the  Junior  Past  Grand  to  any  elective  office  in  his 
Lodge.     (Journal  1869,  pp.  196,  235.) 

9.  A  Brother  having  committed  suicide,  and  not  being  otherwise  disquali- 
fied by  the  By-laws  of  his  Lodge,  or  otherwise,  is  entitled  to  funeral  benefits. 
(Journal  1869,  pp.  196,  235.) 

10.  A  visiting  Brother  of  another  jurisdiction  must  be  examined  as  to  his 
knowledge  of  the  degree  in  which  the  Lodge  is  open,  as  well  as  in  the  A.  T. 
P.  W.      (Journal  1869,  pp.  196,  235.) 

11.  A  visiting  Brother  of  this  jurisdiction  holding  a  traveling  card,  in 
date,  is  entitled  to  the  S.  A.  P.  W.,  and  the  N.  G.  must  invest  him  with  the 
same  on  presentation  of  said  card.      (Journal  1869,  pp.  196,  235.) 

12.  An  expelled  member  of  the  Order  cannot  visit  a  Lodge,  even  should 
he  be  in  possession  of  the  S.  A.  P.  W.  for  the  term,  and  the  N.  G.  would  be 
right  in  refusing  him  admittance.      (Journal  1869,  pp.  196,  235.) 

13.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  N.  G.  to  enforce  the  law  as  he  finds  and  under- 
stands the  same,  subject  to  an  appeal.     (Journal  1867,  pp.  196,  235.) 

14.  The  Right  Supporter  of  the  N.  G.  occupies  the  N.  G.'s  chair  tempo- 
rarily, and  may  decide  points  of  order.     (Journal  1869,  pp.  196,  235.) 

15.  The  N.  G.  has  a  right  to  order  a  fine  entered  against  a  Brother  for 
violation  of  any  of  the  Rules  of  Order,  without  consulting  the  Lodge,  subject 
always  to  an  appeal  thereto.      (Journal  1869,  pp.  196,  235.) 

16.  A  motion  of  appeal  from  the  decision  of  a  Lodge  does  not  cause  a 
stay  of  proceedings  until  the  appeal  is  decided.     (Journal  1869,  p.  243,) 

17.  A  visiting  Brother  claiming  to  be  a  P.  G.,  but  whose  card  declares 
him  only  a  Scarlet  Degree  member,  cannot  be  admitted  as  a  P.  G.,  in  the 
absence  of  members  of  the  Lodge  qualified  to  examine  him  as  a  P.  G.  (Journal 
1869,  p.  245.) 

18.  The  act  of  a  Lodge  granting  a  Withdrawal  Card  severs  a  Brother's 
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connection  with  a  Lodge,  whether  he  takes  a  card  or  not.     (Journal  1869,  p. 
245.) 

19.  The  N.  G.,  when  occupying  the  chair,  should  put  all  questions  him- 
self, and  not  allow  the  V.  G.  to  do  so.      (Journal  1869,  p.  246.) 

20.  It  is  irregular  for  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master  to  issue  a  dis- 
pensation to  a  Lodge  authorizing  it  to  confer  the  three  degrees  upon  Brothers 
who  have  been  in  membership  only  one  week.     (Journal  1869,  p.  247.) 

21.  When  a  Brother  signs  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  Lodge,  he 
then  is  admitted  to  full  membership,  which  guarantees  to  him  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  an  initiated  member.      (Journal  1868,  pp.  133,  150.) 

22.  Any  Brother  eligible  to  the  office  of  N.  G.,  and  who  is  duly  elected 
as  such  to  fill  a  vacancy,  and  is  installed  and  serves  as  N.  G.  the  remainder  of 
the  term,  even  if  that  is  only  one  night,  is  entitled  to  all  the  honors  of  the 
office.     (Journal  1868,  p.  140.) 

23.  The  law  compelling  Subordinate  Lodges  to  pay  the  capitation  tax 
before  their  officers  are  installed  does  not  apply  to  the  Degree  of  Daughter  of 
Rebekah  Lodges.  The  installing  officer  has  no  right  to  demand  the  tax,  be- 
cause Degree  of  Rebekah  Lodges  are  Degree  Lodges  only  and  not  Subordinate 
Lodges,  in  contemplation  of  Law.     (Journal  1870,  pp.  300,  354.) 

24.  It  is  legal  to  nominate  and  elect  the  same  night  an  officer  to  fill  a 
vacancy,  when  at  a  previous  meeting  all  who  had  been  nominated  declined. 
(Journal  1870,  pp.  300,  354.) 

25.  Although  the  By-laws  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  declare  that  blank 
ballots  shall  not  be  counted  at  an  election  for  officers,  yet  the  same  being  in 
contravention  of  the  laws  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  the  law 
is  void,  and  blank  ballots  should  legally  be  counted  against  a  candidate. 
(Journal  1870,  pp.  300,  332,  354.) 

26.  The  proper  practice  would  be  to  have  the  charges  (against  a  Brother) 
and  specifications  in  all  cases  entered  upon  the  minutes  of  the  Lodge.  (Journal 
1870,  pp.  330,  352.) 

27.  A  Brother  filling  an  office  to  which  there  is  attached  an'  official 
degree,  is  entitled  to  receive  said  official  degree  even  though  he  may  receive  a 
salary  from  the  Lodge  for  his  services — actual  service  in  office  the  necessary 
number  of  nights  being  his  passport  to  said  official  degree.  (Journal  1871,  pp. 
380,410,425.) 

28.  A  Subordinate  Lodge  can  ask  for  relief  only  by  consent  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  under  which  said  Subordinate  exists,  and  through  the  Grand  Master  of 
the  jurisdiction  to  which  the  application  for  relief  is  made.  (Journal  1871,  pp. 
380,  410,  425.) 
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29.  It  is  proper  to  nominate  and  elect  Brothers  for  officers  of  the  Lodge 
during  the  absence  of  said  Brothers,  their  consent  being  first  gained.     (Journal 

1871,  pp.  380,  410,  425.) 

30.  The  true  intent  and  meaning  of  Section  8  of  Article  V,  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  Subordinates,  is  to  allow  nominations  for  oflicers  to  be  made  both 
on  the  night  the  vacancy  occurs  and  on  the  night  of  election.  (Journal  1871, 
pp.  380,  410,  425.) 

31.  A  Brother  acting  as  Outside  Guardian  for  several  Lodges  can  only  be 
installed  into  that  office  in  the  Lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member.  (Journal  1871, 
pp.  381,  410,  425.) 

32.  A  Lodge  has  a  right  to  fine  a  Chaplain  for  absence  when  the  By-laws 
so  provide.     (Journal  1871,  pp.  381,  410,  425.) 

33.  A  candidate  for  Noble  Grand  having  been  blanked,  it  is  proper  to 
open  under  the  head  of  nominations  for  that  office,  provided  there  are  no  other 
members  remaining  in  nomination  for  the  office.     (Journal  1871,  pp.  381,  410, 

425.) 

34.  All  applicants  for  membership  shall  have  actually  resided  in  this 
jurisdiction  for  six  months,  and  for  thirty  days  next  preceding  his  application 
in  the  city  or  town  where  the  Lodge  is  located;  and  in  case  there  is  no  Lodge 
in  the  city  or  town  where  the  applicant  resides,  or  in  the  county  where  he 
resides,  then  in  the  county  nearest  to  where  a  Lodge  is  located.    (Journal  1871, 

p.  419-) 

35.  It  is  necessary  for  the  Recording  Secretary  to  enter  upon  his  minutes 
a  synopsis  only  of    all   communications   from   all   Grand  Officers.      (Journal 

1872,  p.  501.) 

36.  Rebekah  Degree  Lodges  have  a  legal  right  to  enact  a  By-law  provid- 
ing for  a  ballot  on  all  applications  for  membership.  (Journal  1872,  pp.  501, 
570.) 

37.  Past  Grands  can  have  no  rights  upon  the  floor  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as 
Representatives  from  Lodges  U.  D.     (Journal  1872,  pp.  5^3,  569.) 

38.  A  Lodge  has  no  right  to  entertain  charges  against  a  Brother  for  debts 
on  the  outside  of  the  Order.  It  has  no  right  to  interfere  in  the  matter  of  a 
brother's  indebtedness  with  a  member  of  the  Order,  or  any  one  else.  (Journal 
1872,  p.  580.) 

39.  A  Brother  must  serve  a  majority  of  the  nights  of  the  term  to  entitle 
him  to  Past  Official  Degrees,  and  a  resignation  of  the  incumbent  before  the  ex- 
piration of  the  term  works  a  forfeiture  of  the  right  to  obtain  the  said  degrees. 
(Journal  1872,  p.  584.) 

40.  The  O.  G.,  when  called  into  the  Lodge  during  the  opening  ceremony, 
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need  not  address  the  Chairs,  but  being  required  to  enter  the  Lodge  while  it  is 
working,  he  is  subject  to  the  same  requirements  in  that  particular  as  other 
officers  or  members.     (Journal  1873,  pp.  642,  726.) 

41.  The  act  of  withdrawal  from  one  Lodge  and  uniting  with  another  in 
the  same  District  does  not  work  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  office  of  District  Deputy, 
providing  membership  be  obtained  in  the  second  Lodge  within  thirty  days;  but 
no  official  act  should  be  done  while  the  Brother  has  no  membership  in  either 
Lodge.      (Journal  1 873,  pp.  642,  726.) 

42.  Under  the  provisions  of  Section  2  of  Article  XIII,  of  the  Constitution 
of  Subordinates,  all  amendments  to  the  By-laws  of  a  Lodge  must  be  submitted 
through  the  Grand  Secretary  to  the  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates,  and 
be  by  them  approved  before  going  into  effect.  It  matters  not  whether  it  be  an 
entire  new  Code  of  By-laws  or  the  changing  of  a  single  clause  of  a  Section. 
•(Journal  1873,  pp.  642,  726.) 

43.  A  V.  G.,  elected  and  installed  to  fill  a  vacancy,  may  not  appoint  his 
Supporters,  unless  those  appointed  by  his  predecessor,  and  duly  installed,  shall 
first  legally  vacate  their  oftice.     (Journal  1873,  pp.  642,  726.) 

44.  Members  of  Sister  Lodges  may  not  visit  on  the  P.  W.  of  the  term 
just  expired,  after  the  evening  of  installation  of  officers  in  the  Lodge  they  pro- 
pose to  visit,  even  though  the  installation  has  not  taken  place  in  their  own 
Lodge.      (Journal  1873,  pp.  642,  726.) 

45.  That  the  twenty-first  standing  resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  is  not 
to  be  construed  as  requiring  the  Secretaries  and  Treasurer  of  a  Lodge  to  com- 
ftiit  the  initiatory  and  degree  charges  to  memory  to  entitle  them  to  installation, 
because  it  is  not  a  part  of  their  duties  to  confer  any  of  said  degrees.  (Journal 
1873,  pp.  642,  726.) 

46.  If  a  card  states  that  the  holder  thereof  is  a  Past  Grand,  it  is  sufficient 
to  entitle  him  to  the  privileges  such  rank  confers,  even  though  he  be  unable  to 
prove  himself  in  the  work  of  that  degree.  But  in  case  that  evidence  is  omitted 
in  the  card  and  application  be  made  to  the  Lodge  issuing  the  card  for  a  certifi- 
cate in  lieu  thereof,  '*  No  ballot  or  vote  should  be  taken, upon  granting  a  Past 
Grand's  certificate  after  a  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  office  of 
Noble  Grand,"  says  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Hence  held  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  N.  G.  and  Secretary  to  issue  such  certificate  at  once,  in  such  cases, 
upon  application.     (Journal  1873,  pp.  642,  726.) 

47.  A  Lodge  received  a  petition  for  initiation  in  which  the  name  of  the 
petitioner  was  so  written  that  it  was  difficult  to  determine  which  of  two  certain 
names  it  was  meant  for.  Three  members  entertaining  some  doubt  as  to  the 
identity  of  the  person  voted  unfavorably,  rejecting  the  candidate.  It  subse- 
quently appearing  that  the  petitioner  was  every  way  worthy  and  that  the 
Brothers  voting  unfavorably  had  been  voting  for  the  wrong  name.      Held  that 
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no  reconsideration  was  necessary,  because  they  had  not  rejected  the  petitioner, 
not  having  voted  for  or  against  him  at  all,  but  for  and  against  some  one  else, 
and  having  discovered  their  mistake  it  was  proper  for  the  N.  G.  to  declare  the 
ballot  informal  and  void,  and  having  caused  his  declaration  entered  on  the 
records  it  was  proper  for  him  to  order  a  ballot  on  the  petition,  the  members 
being  then  for  the  first  time  able  to  vote  intelligently.  (Journal  1873,  pp» 
643,  726.) 

48.  A  Past  Grand  is  eligible  to  election  as  a  Representative  to  this  Grand 
Lodge,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  he  is  serving  his  Lodge  as  N.  G.  and  will 
still  be  so  serving  at  the  time  of  the  annual  session.  (Journal  1873,  PP*  ^43» 
726.) 

49.  A  Subordinate  Lodge  working  under  Dispensation  or  Warrant  is  not 
entitled  to  representation  in  the  Grand  Lodge.  But  there  is  no  reason  why  it 
may  not  elect  three  representatives  for  its  charter,  to  take  their  seats  as  sooa 
as  the  charter  is  granted.     (Journal  1873,  pp.  643,  726.) 

50.  All  names  reported  in  the  Grand  Secretary's  quarterly  circular  or 
*♦  Black  List  "  must  be  entered  or  "posted"  in  the  "Black  Book  "  of  each 
Lodge,  except  those  already  entered  or  posted,  upon  information  received  from 
sister  Lodges  in  the  same  District.     (Journal  1873,  pp.  644,  726.) 

51.  If  a  Noble  Grand  tender  his  resignation  and  it  be  accepted  by  the 
Lodge,  his  duties  as  such  officer  immediately  cease,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  V.. 
G.  to  at  once  assume  the  chair  and  appoint  some  qualified  Brother  to  perform 
the  duties  of  Vice  Grand.     (Journal  1873,  pp.  701,  726.) 

52.  The  funeral  regalia  of  the  Order  only  shall  be  worn  at  funerals,  ex- 
cept by  permission  of  the  Grand  Master.     (Journal  1873,  pp.  720,  732.) 

53.  The  V.  G.  must  read  the  obligation  from  the  book  and  not  deliver 
the  same  from  memory.     (Journal  1874,  pp.  779,  854.) 

54.  An  application  for  a  "  Withdrawal  Card  *^  can  only  be  made  by  the 
Brother  in  person  in  open  Lodge,  or  by  a  written  request  over  his  own  signa- 
ture, or  by  a  Brother  of  the  Order  in  good  standing,  who  may  have  received 
authority  from  the  Brother  to  make  the  application  for  him,  or  by  a  person  not 
a  member  of  the  Order,  who  may  exhibit  an  application  for  the  same  on  the 
Brother's  signature.     (Journal  1874,  pp.  779,  854.) 

55.  A  Card  after  being  granted  should  not  be  delivered  to  a  person  not  a 
member  of  the  Order.     (Journal  1874,  pp.  780,  854.) 

56.  It  is  not  proper  for  a  Conductor  during  an  initiation  to  wear  Helmet, 
Shield  and  Sword.     (Journal  1874,  pp.  780,  854.) 

57.  It  is  not  proper  to  admit  a  Brother  during  the  initiation  of  a  Candi- 
date, and  the  Initiation  is  only  complete  after  the  Candidate  has  been  intro- 
duced to  the  Lodge.     (Journal  1874,  pp.  780,  854.) 
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S^,  Twentvsix  nights  service  in  sonie  inferior  office  other  than  that  of 
Permanent  Secretary  or  Chaplain,  is  requisite  to  entitle  a  Brother  to  be  eligible 
for  the  office  of  V.  G.     (Journal  1874,  pp.  780,  854.) 

59.  A  Lodge  cannot  grant  leave  of  absence  to  an  officer  who  has  not 
served  a  majority  of  nights  of  the  term  to  enable  him  to  receive  the  past  Official 
Degrees.     {Journal  1874,  pp.  780,  854.) 

60.  A  Brother  holding  the  office  of  D.  D.  G.  M.  is  not  eligible  to  the 
office  of  Secretary  of  his  Lodge.      (Journal  1875,  pp.  917,  1008.) 

61.  That  a  miscount  of  votes  does  not  affect  the  right  of  a  Brother  to  be 
installed  N.  G.  of  his  Lodge,  who  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast.  (Jour- 
nal 1875,  pp.  917,  1008.) 

62.  A  new  ballot  is  proper  when  a  discrepancy  appears  between  the  num- 
ber of  ballots  announced  by  the  tellers  and  the  number  shown  by  the  canvass* 
(Journal  1875,  pp.  917,  1008.) 

63.  That  it  was  improper  to  admit  members  into  Genoa  Lodge,  No.  15, 
who  were  residents  of  the  jurisdiction  of  California,  other  than  those  who  were 
residents  of  Alpine  and  Mono  counties.     {Journal  1875,  pp.  917,  1008.) 

64.  Representatives  to  this  Grand  Lodge  are  not  legally  elected  unless 
such  election  is  held  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Subordinate.  (Journal  1875, 
pp.  917,  1008.) 

65.  The  election  of  a  Representative  who  Is  not  in  good  standing  at  the 
time  of  such  election  is  illegal,      (Journal  1875,  PP-  9^7»  1008.) 

66.  It  is  illegal  to  grant  a  certificate  to  a  Representative  who  was  elected 
at  a  special  meeting  called  by  the  N.  G.,  or  who  was  not  in  good  standing  at 
the  time  of  his  election.     (Journal  1875,  pp.  917,  1008.) 

67.  That  the  right  to  ballot  for  the  admission  of  a  member  carries  with  it 
the  implied  right  to  ballot  upon  any  penalty,  and  that  it  is  not  only  the  right 
but  the  duty  of  the  N.  G.  to  vote  upon  the  determination  of  the  penalty,  and 
that  no  law  or  rule  of  order  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  can  deprive  him  of  that 
privilege.     {Journal  1875,  pp,  990,  999.) 

68.  A  Brother  holding  a  card  out  of  date  may  be  admitted  into  a  pro- 
cession by  the  consent  of  the  Lodge  forming  such  procession.  (Journal  1875, 
pp.  1007,  1008.) 

69.  A  non-affiliate,  a  suspended  or  expelled  Odd  Fellow  has  no  right  to 
appear  in  procession  in  regalia.     (Journal  1875,  pp.-  1007,  1008.) 

70.  A  nominee  who  has  been  beaten  by  blank  ballots,  and  declared  out 
of  nomination  by  the  N.  G.,  can  be  renominated  for  the  same  office  at  the  same 
election.     (Journal  1875,  PP    1007,  1008.) 
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71.  The  Grand  Master  and  his  District  Deputies  have  the  right  to  grant 
dispensations  for  Lodges  to  turn  out  in  regalia  at  funerals,  upon  proper  applica- 
tion by  any  Lodge  within  this  jurisdiction.     (Journal  1875,  PP-  989*  1013.) 

72.  A  Committee  on  Investigation  has  a  right  to  inquire,  in  writing  or 
verbally,  of  another  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  as  to  the  character  of  an  appli- 
cant for  membership.     (Journal   1875,  p.  983.) 

73.  Subordinate  Lodges  have  the  exclusive  control  of  their  own  funds 
with  regard  to  benefits,  as  well  as  other  matters,  subject  only  to  the  laws  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  the  laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  this  Grand 
Lodge  should  not  interfere  with  this  prerogative.    (Journal  1875,  PP-  989*  990-) 

74.  A  Lodge  can,  by  permission  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  hold  sessions  less 
often  than  once  a  week;  but,  when  they  do  so,  their  oihcers  must  hold  their 
offices  one  year.     (Journal  1875,  pp.  1007,  1008.) 

75.  It  is  necessary  for  a  Brother  to  pay  his  dues  during  the  entire  time  o 
his  suspension,  he  having  been  suspended  for  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fel- 
low.    (Journal  1876,  p.  1090.) 

76^.  A  Lodge  cannot  open  for  the  transaction  of  business  a  quorum  of 
members  being  present,  but  the  N.  G.  and  V.  G.  being  absent  and  no  P.  G. 
present.     (Journal  1876,  p.  1099.) 

77.  A  Brother,  being  on  the  sick  list,  removes  to  a  place  where  no  Lodge 
exists,  and  has  to  furnish,  when  demanded,  a  certificate  from  a  physician  or  a 
magistrate.  A  certificate  from  a  person  who  is  not  actually  practicing  his  pro- 
fession, but  merely  states  that  at  some  prior  time  he  has  practiced,  cannot  be 
accredited  by  a  Lodge.     (Journal  1876,  p.  1099.) 

78.  That  property  acquired  by  a  Lodge  is  its  own,  subject  to  the  rights 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  upon  the  surrender  of  its  Charter. 

That  the  Lode;e  has  the  right,  in  the  exercise  of  a  sound  discretion  and  for 
the  good  of  the  Order,  to  sell  any  of  the  property  of  the  Lodge. 

That,  as  to  a  library  of  a  Lodge,  the  Lodge  has  a  right  to  say  who  shall 
be  the  custodian  of  their  library  and  where  it  shall  be  kept.  It  has  a  right  to 
rent  a  library,  as  well  as  a  Lodge-room.  It  therefore  follows  that  a  Lodge  has 
the  right,  within  the  full  sense  of  the  words,  "  to  sell"  or  "lend"  its  library, 
or  any  part  thereof,  but  cannot  give  it  away. 

That  it  makes  no  difference  in  this  matter  hew  the  library  was  acquired  by 
the  Lodge.     (Journal  1876,  pp.  1106,  1121.) 

79.  It  is  a  settled  law  in  this  jurisdiction  that  a  reconsideration  of  a  vote 
by  which  Representatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge  are  elected  is  out  of  Order,  and 
cannot  be  entertained.     (See  Journal  1876,  p.  1115.) 

80.  A  Brother  having  been  declared  in  contempt  by  a  Trial  Committee, 
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the  N.  G.  should  declare  the  Brother  expelled,  without  a  ballot  of  the  Lodge ; 
contempt  being  an  offense  with  a  specific  penalty  provided  by  the  Constitution 
of  Subordinates.  (Sees.  5  and  6,  Art.  VII.  Journal  1877,  pp.  1 159,  1 192, 
1193,  1200.)  _ 

81.  Section  940,  White's  Digest,  does  not  apply  to  Trustees  of  a  Lodge  ; 
they  not  being, ofiFiCers. in  :the  meaijin^  of,  tha^,  section. », (Journal  1.877,  pp;

94.  Members  of  the  Rebekah  Degree  not  members  of  a  regularly  char- 
tered Rebekah  Degree  Lodge,  are  not  entitled  to  visit  a  regularly  chartered 
Rebekah  Degree  Lodge.  The  S.  A.  P.  VV.  being  given  to  the  officers  of  such 
Lodges  only,  the  Grand  Master  has  no  right  to  introduce  such  members  of  this 
degree.

102.  All  rejections — whether  by  deposit  of  card,  as  Ancient  Odd  Fellow, 
or  non-affiliate — must  be  reported,  the  same  as  an  application  by  initiation.

103.  A  sister  of  a  Third  Degree  member  in  good  standing,  who,  at  the 
time  of  application,  is  a  divorced  woman,  is  entitled  to  receive  /he  Degree  of 
Rebekah.  (Journal  188 1,  pp.  124,  192,  196;  also,  see  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
Proceedings  of  1880,  p.  821 1.) 

104.  A  member  is  not  eligible  for  V.  G.,  unless  he  has  served  a  majority 
of  the  nights  of  a  term  in  an  inferior  office,  and  that  such  service  must  be  actual 
and  not  constructive^  and  that  the  fact  of  the  officer  being  excused  from  time 
to  time  for  non-attendance,  does  not  absolve  him  from  the  requirements  of  the 
law  governing  the  qualifications  of  officers.  (Journal  1881,  pp.  124,  125,  192, 
196.) 

105.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master,  or  any  other  elective  officer  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  is  eniitled  to  the  honors  of  the  Order,  when  he  announces  himself 
officially  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  a  visiting  Brother.  (Journal  1881,  pp. 
124,  192,  196.) 

106.  A  Lodge  has  control  over  its  funds  with  regard  to  benefits  or  relief, 
subject  only  to  the  laws  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  this  Grand  Lodge, 
and  there  is  no  law  governing  the  amount  of  donations. 

That  Subordinate  Lodges  have  the  right  to  determine  the  propriety  of  ap- 
propriating their  funds  for  all  purposes  recognized  by  the  Order.  (Digest,  550.

107.  This  Grand  Lodge  has  repeatedly  affirmed  that  it  will  not  disturb 
the  penalty  imposed  by  a  Subordinate  Lodge,  when  the  same  has  been  legally 
prescribed.  That  when  the  judgment  of  a  Lodge  is  sustained  by  the  testimony, 
and  in  compliance  with  the  laws  of  the  Order,  it  will  not  interfere.  (Journal

108.  An  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  D.  D.  Grand  Master  on  a  *'ques-

p '-  '^Og.  A  Brother  who  is 'over  thirtein  iweeks'ir>-  arrears,  and  is  taken  sick 
while  in  arrears,  cannot  pay  his  dues  and  reinstate  himself  so  as  to  be  entitled 
to  benefits  during  that  sickness.     (Journal  1881,  p.  199.) 

iio»  A  Brother  has  a  right  to  decline  a  nomination  for  an  elective  office 
at  any  time  after  being  nominated  ;  provided^  the  By  laws  of  the  Lodge  do  not 
prescribe  to  the  contrary.

17.  That  the  indefinite  postponement  of  any  question  under  consideration 
in  a  Subordinate  Lodge  disposes  of  said  question  for  the  term.     (Journal  1871,

18.  That,  hereafter,  the  Representatives  from  the  Districts  in  this  juris- 
diction hand  in  the  names  of  those  whom  they  wish  to  have  appointed  as  Dis- 
trict Deputies  on  the  first  day  of  the  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  That  on 
the  first  day  of  the  sessions  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  hereafter,  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Master  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  examine  those  whose  names  are 
presented  for  District  Deputies.  That  the  said  committee  shall  report  on  the 
third  day  of  the  session  the  names  of  those  whom  the  committee  find  qualified 
for  the  appointment  of  District  Deputies,     (Journal  1871,  p.  432.) 

19.  All  questions  of  usage  and  law  propounded  to  the  Grand  Lodge  shall 
be  referred  to  the  proper  committee,  without  being  entered  upon  the  Journal, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Grand  Lodge.     (Journal  1872.) 

20.  All  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
or  of  its  Subordinates,  shall  contain  the  section  or  sections  written  out  in  full, 
as  proposed  to  be  amended.     (Journal  1872.) 

21.  All  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  or  installing  officers  in  this  juris- 
diction are  instructed  to  fully  examine  each  elective  officer  in  their  respective 
Districts  relative  to  his  proficiency  in  the  work  of  the  Order,  and  to  install  no 
such  officer  unless  he  has  the  charges  and  work  of  his  office  fully  committed  to 
memory;  provided,  that  this  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  installa- 
tion  of  the  first  officers  of  a  new  Lodge.

49.  That  hereafter  all  salaries  and  appropriations  to  officers  of  this  R, 
W.  Grand  Lodge  be  fixed  prior  to  the  election  of  such  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year.
